LEATHER AM AND SHOES 


About the Only Branch of Trade Showing 
General Improvement. 

New York, May 30.—Bradstreet's says: 
The improvement in the trade situation 
is confined to the demand for hides, 
leather and shoes, the tendency of prices 
of same to advance, and an improve- 
ment in request for dry goods, hats and 
sioes from wholesalers at St. Paul, 
Kansas City, Omaha and Baltimore. 
The crop outlook in South Carolina and 
Kentucky is brighter, because of recent 
rains, and a generally better feeling ex- 
ists among sugar proS®cers and hand- 
lers in Louisiana and Texas. because of 
the recent sugar bounty decision. 

General business continues quiet, and 
at larger financial centers less com- 
mercial paper is making, even at lower 
rates. A between season's trade has be- 
gun to assert itself, and from a number 
of points mercantile collections are less 
satisfactory, in some instances more dif- 
ficult. There is no gain in volume of 
May business at Chicago, it being less 
than an average, although greater than 
during May, 1895. Labor troubles at 
Milwaukee have an unfavorable effect 
on business. In Texas both corn and 
totton crops are retarded for want of 
rain. 

At St. Louis and througagout contigu- 
ous territory, and at smaller business 
centers along the track of the recent 
storms, business has been interrupted. 
Damage from the cyclone in St. Louis 
alone has been heavy, in addition to 
which, shipments from jobbers are de- 
layed, and retail merchants are suffer- 
ing from the effects of the storm. 

Speculation in the New York stock 
market is atastandstill, awaiting politi- 
cal developments in connection with the 
currency. Actual holders of securities 
are not sellers, but professionals and 
smal margin operators have liquidated 
sufficiently to cause moderate conces- 
sions in prices. London neglects the 
American market, while the price of 
British investments continues to ad- 
vance. The decision of the court, up- 
holding the legality of the Joint Traffic 
association, is regarded as a point in 
favor of owners of railroad securities. 
The St. Louis tornado and damage to 
railroad property were among the bear- 
ish factors, as was the continued gold 
export to Germany. Shipments this 
week amount to $3, 909, 000.

Vetoed For Economy. 

Washington, May 30.—The president 
yesterday sent to the house a message 
vetoing the river and harbor bill. He 
says that if the bill becomes a law thea 
obligations which will be imposed on the 
government, together with the appro- 
priations made for immediate expendi- 
ture on account of rivers and harbors 
will amount to about $80,000,000. In con- 
clusion the president says: “I hope I 
may be permitted to suggest, at a time 
when the issue of government bonds to 
maintain the credit and financial stand- 
ing of the country is a subject of criti- 
cism, that the contracts provided for 
in this bill would create obligations of 
the United States amounting to 362 
G00, no less binding than its bonds for 
that sum.” 


In Favor of France. 

Cairo, May 30.—The decision of the 
mixed tribunal is an open secret, al- 
though it will not be delivered until Mon- 
day. It will support the French con- 
tention, and thus virtually decide that 
the Egyptian government cannot make 
War against the khalifa, or even resista 
Soudanese invasion without the consent 
of each member of the debt commission. 
™he case before the mixed tribunal was 
a suit by the French and Russian mem- 
bers of the commission of the caisse of 
the Egyptian debt against a decision of 
a majority of the commission to appro- 
priate the surplus of the Egyptian debt 
for the Nile expedition. The French con- 
tention was that it required a unanimous 
vote of the commission to authorize this 
expenditure, and not the vote of a mere 
majority of the commission.

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Probable Quarrel Over Rent Resulted In Mur- 
der and Suicide. 

Biddeford, Me., June 2.—Wood island 
Was the scene of a double tragedy yes- 
terday, in which Frederick W. Milliken 
was shot and killed, and his murderer, 
Howard 8S. Hobbs, afterward commit- 
ting suicide. Wood island is 2 small 
island situated at the mouth of the Saco 
river, about 144 miles from Biddeford 
Pool, and is inhabited by only three or 
four families, who earn a livelihood from 
lobster fishing. Milliken, who was a 
game warden and special police officer, 
lived there with his family. Hobbs. the 
murderer, also lived on the island, oc- 
cupying a house owned by Milliken. 
Hobbs had been to Old Orchard yester- 
day, returning late in the afternoon, in- 
toxicated. After his return, he took his 
rifle and accompanied by a man named 
W. W. Mosher, went to the outer edge 
of the island to shoot birds, as he said. 
On his way he met Milliken. Milliken 
asked Hobbs if his rifle was loaded, and 
was told thatit was none of his business. 
Milliken said he would make it his busi- 
ness to find out, and advanced toward 
Hobbs. Hobbs immediately placed the 
rifle to his shoulder and fired, the bullet 
taking effect in Milliken’s right side. 
His wife, who witnessed the shooting, 
helped her husband to their home, where 
he died in about three quarters of an 
hour. 

Mrs. Milliken endeavored to obtain 
possession of Hobbs’ rifle, and asked 
him to let her have it. Hobbs replied 
angrily that if she did not keep away 
from him he would shoot heralso. After 
Milliken died Hobbs threatened to com- 
mit suicide, and went off tohishome. A 
short time later his chum, Mosher, went 
to the hovel where they lived and found 
Hobbs had blown out his brains, using 
the rifle with which he had shot the 
game warden. The only motive known 
for the crime is that the two men had 
had some dispute about rent, Hobbs not 
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The Wages of Sin. 

Springfield, Mass., June 2?—Sophronia 

“eauregard, aged 24, who lived with her 
married sister, Mrs. Frank E. Clair, in 
this city, was found dead in bed at 
Chandler's hotel yesterday morning 
Later in the day Medical Examiner 
Rreck performed an autopsy on the 
woman, and announced that death was 
the result of an unsuccessful criminal 
operation. Shortly after 8 o'clock Mon- 
day night Eugene Bernatchez, aged 21, 
called at Frank E. Clair’s tenement and 
asked for Miss Beauregard. He invited 
her to take a bicycle ride, and she ac- 
cepted, About an hour later the couple 
entered Chandler's hotel and registered 
as “John M. Smith and wife, Boston.” 
As the night watchman at the hotel was 
making his rounds shortly before 12 
o'clock, he saw the door of room 19 
partly open. He knocked several times, 
and getting no response entered, finding 
Miss Beauregard lying partly disrobed 
on the bed, dead. All search for Ber- 
natchez has proved fruitless. A bicycle 
pump was used to perform the opera- 
uon. There is some doubt in the minds 
of the police as to whether or not the 
operation was performed by the young 
Woman herself, or by Bernatchez. 

On Beacon Hill. 

Boston, June 2.—The West End free 
transfer bill was killed In the senate.

division. The bill to divide the common-

senators and councillors, and to appor- 
tion representatives to the several 
counties, went to a third reading with- 
Out debate. In the house last evening 
the union station bill was ordered to a 
third reading by a vote of 94 to 13,

Boston, June 2.—The annual conven- 
tion of the National Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters and Helpers’ union opened 
here yesterday with representatives 
from all sections of the country. Mayor 
Quincy welcomed the guests in behalf 
of the city, and in the course of his re- 
marks he endorsed the eight-hour day 
as economically sound and practical, 
since increase in the productive capacity 
of man ought to be a benefit for those 
who labored for wages. 


Republicans Will Contest. 

Norwich, Conn., June 2.—After one of 
the most exciting elections in the his- 
tory of the city, Frederick L. Osgood 
(Dem.) was elected mayor yesterday by 
over 300 majority. Irving Willis, coun- 
cilman, is the only other Democrat 
elected.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Vegetation Given New Lease of Life 
During the Past Week. 


(ool Nights and Light Frosts 
Did No Damage. 


All New England Has Been Greatly Benefited 
by Heavy Rain. 


Boston, June 2.—The United States ag- 
ricultural bureau, New England section, 
issues the following weather-crop bul- 
letin for the past week: 

The weather in New England during 
the week ending June 1 has been the 
most favorable for vegetation of any 
this season. It has been a little too cool, 
and light frosts were experienced in 
northern Vermont, but the drought has 
been thoroughly broken, About three- 
fourths inch of rain came in southeast- 
€rn Massachusetts, eastern Maine and 
northwestern Vermont, but over all 
southwestern and central New England 
the fall during the week has been from 
two to nearly three inches, At Middle- 
town, Conn., during the shower on the 
28th, three-fourths inch of rain fell in 20 
minutes, but generally the fall was mod- 
erate and soaked into the ground well. 

Grass on old and dry fields had begun 
to head, but newly seeded flelds and pas- 
tures are showing a marked improve- 
ment from the rain. Planting is well 
under way, and crops are coming up 
fairly well. Insect pests are reported 
unusually numerous in many places. 

Rain fell to an appreciable amount on 
four days of the past week in Maine, and 
crops show a marked improvement, al- 
though in the nortbern section the 
drought was not so severely felt as in 


other sections of New England. The 
rainfall for the week was .72 inch at 


Eastport, and about two inches at Port- 
land. The temperature has been rather 
lower than the normal, with cool nights. 
There is some field and some silo corn 
set to be planted, but the greater part of 
the seed is now in, except on late fields. 
The seeds have come rather slowly. 
Grain is doing fairly well. In Aroostook 
county, potatoes are beginning to come 
up, and look well. Fruit trees are un- 
usually full of blossoms, and it is found 
that the earlier frosts have not injured 
the buds to any amount. 

The nights have been cool in New 
Hampshire, yet no frosts are reported. 
The weather has been less favorable for 
farm work, but the abundant rains have 
made a wonderful change in all vegeta- 
tion. Crops are pretty well planted in 
southern counties, except on late farms, 
but there is complaint that the seeds are 
coming unevenly, and that much re- 
planting is necessary. There is con- 
siderable planting yet to be done in cen- 
tral and northern districts. Wild straw- 
berries are getting ripe. Blackberry 
bushes are blossoming very full. Rasp- 
berry bushes were badly winter-killed 
in Cheshire county. Pear sets are re- 
ported to be blasted In Hillsboro county. 
Apple sets are dropping badly in many 
orchards, yet a gocd amount of fruit is 
left on the trees. 

Some frost is reported from northern 
Vermont during the week, and generally 
the weather has been a little too cool, 
but the much needed rain has fallen, 
and crops show a marked improvement. 
About three-fourths inch of rain fell 
in northern,and over one inch in southern 
counties during the week. Pastures are 
fast losing the brown appearance of a 
week ago, and grain and meadows have 
taken a new lease of life. Planting has 
Leen pushed along, and on some farms 
is about completed. Corn is growing 
fast: one correspondent reports corn 
standing three inches above ground that 
was planted on May 21. Wild berries 
of all kinds are making a good show. 
Apples are dropping some in Addision 
county, but the correspondent reports 
that some can be spared, as the trees 
set very full. Caterpillars are reported 
to be very thick. 

The weather has been the most favor- 
able for crops in Massachusetts during 
the past week than at any time this sea- 
son, though a little too cool for some 
plants. Much replanting of seeds has 
been done in northeastern countles, but 
other correspondents report that seeds 
are now coming up that have lain in the 
ground for weeks, failing to germinate 
before. The amount of rainfall in this 
state has been abundant and well dis- 
tributed, varying from three-fourths 
inch in southeastern counties to over 
two inches in northern and western. 
Newly seéded and rich fields are show- 
ing much better, but pastures are still 
reported short, and the general report 
is that the grass on old fields and dry up- 
lands is too nearly matured to be helped 
inuch. A correspondent in Middlesex 
county reports the grass prospect 50 per 
cent better than a weekago. Planting 
is being finished, and hoeing has begun. 
Potatoes are looking well, except in 
parts of Worcester county, where they 
are coming unevenly. The weather has 
been favorable for transplanting to- 
bacco, tomatoes and such crops, and 
much of that work has been done, Cran- 
berries are coming along finely. Cut 
worms are doing much damage. 

The greater part of the planting has 
been done in southern Rhode Island, but 
in the northern part there is consider- 
able yet to be done. Nearly two inches 
of rain has fallen during the week, and 
the ground is well soaked, and all crops 
are growing well. Newly seeded fields 
have been especially improved. Old 
meadows are very light. 

From two to nearly three inches of rain 
has fallen over Connecticut during the 
week, and although it he been slightly 
cool, the weather has been very favor- 
able. Pastures and old fields are im- 
proving slowly, while grain and newly 
seeded fields already show marked bene- 
fits) The weather has been favorable 
for tobacco setting. Strawberries are 
ripening a week or 10 days ahead of 
the usual time, and except in parts of 
Tolland county, they are pronounced to 
be very fine and not much affected by 
the dry weather. Blackberries have 
blossomed very full. Corn is not quite 
all planted, but is being put in fast. 
Potatoes are being hoed. “Inch-worms” 
are very thick in New Haven county. 
Cut worms are doing a great deal of 
damage in all sections of the state—to 
gardens in Tolland county; to gardens 
and onion fields in Fairfield county 
making it necessary to resow many 
onions; to squash, cucumbers and beans 
in Litchfield county, and to beans, peas, 
tomatoes, potatoes and carrots in New 
Haven county. One man reports from 
the last named section that his carrot 
seed has been ruined by the cut worms.

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|Senata Says It Must Be Only Under 


Authority of Congress, 
House Overrules River and 
Harbor Bill Veto. 


Had a Great Many More Votes Than the Two- 


Thirds Required. 


Washington, June 3.—At7 o'clock last 
night the long struggle in the senate 
over the bill to prohibit the issue of bonds 
came to an end, and the bill was passed 
by a vote of 32 to 25. The bill as passed 
covers only three lines, as follows: 

“Pe it enacted, that the issuance of in- 
terest bearing bonds of the United States 
for any purpose whatever, without fur- 
ther authority of congress, ts hereby pro- 
hibited.” 

The voting did not begin until 6:32, at 
which time the chamber was dimly 
lighted and the galleries almost empty. 
A flood of amendments were first voted 
down, all being defeated. One, by Mr. 


| Aldrich (R. I.) gave the executive power 
'to issue bonds in certain emergencies; 
| another, by Mr. Aldrich, provided that 


the act should not impair the obligation 
to pay in coin. Mr, Hill’s amendment, 
that the treasury ndtes be retired when 
was defeated—43 to 12. Mr. 
Quay’s amendment for the substitution 
of coin notes for treasury notes, was de- 
feated without a yea or nay vote. The 
last preliminary vote was on Mr. Hill's 
raotion to postpone the subject until 
next December, which was defeated. 
Then came the final vote, with the re- 
sult stated. 
The debate on the bond bill lasted 
throughout the day, and was at times 
very animated. Mr. Cannon (Utah) 
made a spirited reply to criticismrof the

The house devoted itself to passing 
the river and harbor bill over the presi- 
dent’s veto, and to unseating, by a vote 
of 162 to 39, John J. Walsh, the Dem- 
ocratic member from the Eighth New 
York district, whose place will be filled 
by John M. Mitchell, Republican, Loth 
of these actions were foregone conclu- 
sions, so that they excited comparatively 
little interest, although there was a full 
house to vote on the river and harbor 
bill.

We 
favor bimetallism, and to that end we 
demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, as standard money, with equal 
legal tender power, independent of the 
action or advice of any other nation. 

Third—We hold that the secretary of 
the treasury should exercise his legal 
right to redeem all coin obligations in 
gold and silver, as may be most con- 
venlent, and we are opposed to the 
issue of bonds in time of peace for the 
maintenance of the gold reserve or for 
| any other purpose. 

Fourth—We are opposed to the na- 
tional banking system and to any en- 
largement of its powers, and opposed to 
any contraction of the currency by the 
retirement of greenbacks or otherwise. 
| Fifth—We are for a tariff for revenue 
| only.

Sixth—The Democratic party has ever | 
been the party of personal lberty and | 
religious freedom, and is now and has 
aiways been vpposed to any union of 
church and state. It is opposed te the 
enactment of laws, the designs of which 
is to sustain or force any religious tenet 
or sect, and to any law, organization or 
society, religious or political, secret or 
otherwise. that tends to proscribe any 
citizen for or on account of his religious 
belief, or to apply any such test as a/| 
qualification for public office.

The Report in Full by the Committee on Inves- 


tigation. 


The Legislature Expected to Act Today and Ad- 


journ Sine Die. 


The special committee on the Norfolk 


| County investigation reported at length to 


the Legislature last night, and it is one of 
so much interest to the taxpayers of 
Quincy that the LepGer gives it in full, 
aside from the introductory. It makes 
| interesting reading. 

Senator Quinn is the only one to dissent. 
iW hile concurring in the facts and practi- 
| cally to all of the report. He declares that 

| he finds no proof of dishonesty on behalf 
of the Commissioners. 

It is impossible for the committee in the} 

time which has elapsed since the hearing | 


was closed to deal at length with the ques-| 


tions presented or to discuss the evidence. | 
They are obliged, therefore, to state their | 
conclusions as briefly as possible. 

The law, as interpreted by the Supreme 
court of Massachusetts, required the county 
commissiouers, before proceeding to build, 
j to state their necessities to the Legislature, 
| with their estimates as to the probable ex- 
pense, so that the Legislature might author- 
ize such av expenditure as it deemed proper. 
This statement to the Legislature was made, 
and by chapter 86 of the Acts of 1892 the 
| Legislatureauthorized the county commis- 
| stoners of Norfolk county to “enlarge the 
| court house in rept en in said county, and 
for that purpose ’’ to “‘ borrow on the credit 
of the county or hot by taxation asum not 
jexceeding $75,000." By a later Act 
|(chapter 15 of the Acts of 18%), the 
| county commissioners were authorized “ to 
borrow or raise by taxation a sum not ex- 
ceeding $125,000, and expend the same for 
the purpose of completing the court house in 
Dedham in said county, this sum being in 
“t lition to that authorized by chapter 86 of 
he Acts of the year 1892.” 

In addition to this sum the Legislature in 
| in 1895 authorized them to expend in making 
this addition to thé court house $10,000, and 
| in the appropriation bills from 1892 to 1896, 
|inclusive, sums were appropriated for the 
| furnishing and repairs of all county build- 
| ings, amounting in the aggregate to $71,009. 
| If it is to be assumed that this entire sum 
ced in the hands of the commission-

county commissioners for Norfolk county

Absolutely Disregarded.

The Pablic Statutes, chap. 23, sect. 7,8 


and 9, require that no payment, with certain 
exceptions not important in this case, shall 
be made by a county treasurer except upon 
orders drawn by the county commissioners, 
and they provide further as follows: ‘The 
bills or evidences of county indebtedness, 
for which payment is ordered, shall be de- 
livered with the order to the Treasurer,” 

Sect. 8 provides: ‘No payment shall be 
made out of the county treasury unless the 
bill or account rendered is accompanied by 
vouchers in which are stated in detai] the 
items of such bill or account, nor unless all 
vouchers confirm and sustain such bill or 
account.” 

Sect. 9 provides: Fan bills, vouchers, 
| and other evidences of county indebtedness 
| shall becarefully filed and safely kept by the 


| treasurer, so as to be accessible for sub- 
| sequent reference.”’ 

And these provisions are made more 
specitic by the Act of 1890, chapter 2Ct. The 


committee tiud that these provisions of the 
Statutes from the beginning of the year 1894 
were systematically violated. In the first 
place, important contracts aggregating more 
than $200,000 were never filed, as required 
by the statute, although the attention of the 
commissioners was called to their duty in 
this respect and although citizens of the 
county desired to see them, and even after 
the hearing had, in the year 1835, before the 
House committee on county estimates, in 
which the action of the commissioners in 
this respect was 


The Subject of Criticism 

and inquiry, those contracts were still kept 
from the public records. The itemized 
vouchers which the law requires are in many 
cases still missing. For example, there have 
been payments made to a single contractor 
aggregating $22,000, for which there is now 
no voucher whatever conforming to the 
Statute filed as required by law, and, so far 
as the evidence before the committee showed, 
no such youchers are now or ever were in 
existence, 

The committee find further that many of 
the youchers which now appear upon the 
files were not placed there until after the 
order directing this investigation had been 
adopted by the Legislature, and when a 
large bundle of papers was handed by the 
chairman of the county commission ers to 
the county treasurer, upon examination it 
appears, and the chairman of the county 
commissioners in his evidence admitted, 
that of these youchers a number were pre- 
pared after the investigation was ordered, 
and had not previously been in existence. 
This was shown by internal evidence 
afforded by alterations in dates upon the 
vouchers themselves, 

It appeared further, by the testi imony 
of the architect and the chairman of the 
county commissioners, that the certificates of 
the architect up to a certain time were pre- 
pared on a regular form used by this firm, 
which stated under what contract, the 
payment was ordered, the amount of the con- 
tract, the amount of previous payments and 
the balance still remaining due. Early in 
the year 1894 the architect was directed by 
the chairman of county commissioners to 
erase this information from his certificates, 
and thereafter to make his certific ates, leay- 
ing the from in this respect blank. Two 
altered certificates were found, and the 
alterati n was admitted. The only reason 
given for this direction was that it was de- 
sired to keep the information from the clerk 
of the county commissioners, which in the 
mind of your committee, is an entirely in- 
sufficient justification for a violation of law 
and the mutilation of a public record. Y our 
Committee, therefore, find that these im- 
portant statutes, intended to secure publicity 
and the accountability of the commissioners, 
were deliberately violated for the purpose of 
concealing the facts connected with the ex- 
penditure for the coustruction of the court 
house from public officers and taxpayers.

| Evident Falsification, 


no explanation was offered. 
By Public Statutes, chap. 23, sect. 22, the 
county Commissioners are required to present 
their estimates for the annua! expenses of 
the county to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, to be laid before the General Court 
for examination and allowance. These esti- 
|mates have, by long practice, always been 
| made in detail, the various heads of expen- 
diture being stated and the amount required 
for each being given. The figures before 
the committee show that on the first day of 
January, 1895, atatime when the commis- 
Sioners must have known that they had

| ture of not less than $100,000, sisce the 
j amount which they actually expended dur- 
ing the year 1835 exceeded that sum, their 
estimate to the Legislature asked only $10,-

were concealing the real state of affairs and

be needed, and gave him the items, stating

As the committee have already stated, 
| when the commiss'oners appeared in support 
|of their estimates before the committee on

The statute provides that ‘ Whenever in

ation such sums as they shall consider ex- 
pedient. In all such cases however, the 
county commissioners shall cause the reasons 


MASS., | for such transfer or expenditure to be placed 


upon their records.” In a word, the statute 
| requires the commissioners to find that the 
| interests of the county demand the transfer, 
and in addition to state the reasons for their 
| finding. 

In every case they have neglected to 
comply with this requirement, and in this 
their practice varies from the 


respect 


sd | practice of the commissioners of other 


| counties acting under the same statute, as is 
| shown by House document 100 of 1896. It 
lelearly does not comply with the law to 
| state that the interests of the county demand 
the transfer; the reason must be stated in 
addition. Your committee are therefore of 
opinion that the transfers made during the 


year 1895 were not made in compliance with | 
the statute, and were therefore illegal and 
improper. | 


At the beginning of the investigation the | 
commissioners, while professing a willing-| 
ness to help the committtee, took a position | 
of resistance. They appeared by counsel, | 
they volunteered no statement of their! 
accounts, they furnished no documents and 
papers except when the same were demand- | 
ed, and during the whole inquiry took the | 
attitude of men who proposed only to 
answer the questions which were put to them | 
and gono further. This made it necessary 
for the committee, through their counsel, to 
summon, as far as was possible within the 
time at their command, various perso s who | 
had dealt with the commisvioners an] to} 
examine their books. | 

These contractors exhibited a singular and 
uniform reluctance to making a full disclos- 
ure. In some cases they appeared with 
counsel and objected to inquiries which the | 
committee deemed proper; in other cases | 
they refused to produce their books or to 
show entries until confronted with the alter- 
native of being brought to the Bar of the! 
House; while in other cases books contain- | 
ing the records of their dealings w th the 
commissioners, though of very recent date, 
had been destroyed or lost under circum- | 
stances calculated to excite the gravest sus- 
picion, and one witness confessedly entirely 
familiar with the facts had gone beyond the 
jurisdiction of this commonwealth at a time 
and under circums‘ances which left no doubt | 
as to the reason for his absence.

Every Ordinary Indication of Fraud. 


Large commissions were found to have been | 
prid in some cases for which the county re-| 
ceived nothing, and it was apparent to the 
committee, not only from the testimony of | 
the witnesses, but from the examination of!

fittings, that the county commissioners had 
not made any serious efforts to guard the 
Treasury, but had been willing, apparently, 
that contractors should make inordinate | 
profits.

man of the County Commissioners, in their | 
judgment, is the person mainly responsible 
for all that they find to coidemn in the | 
dealings which have been recited, and his 
associate, Mr. Bowker, must share the re- | 
sponsibility, since without his concurrence 
the laws could not have been violated and 
his negligence, if nothing else, made the ex 
travagance and fraud possible. 

The committee regret that in the time at | 
their disposal they are not able to present 
the detailed evidence which will sustain the 
statements here made, but to do so adequately | 
and justly requires more time than the Legis- 
lature has been disposed to allow. It 
desirable, however, that the lesson of this in- | 
vestigation should not be lost, and they rec- 
ommend that their report, together with 
the evidence taken before them, be referred 
to the next that General Court, with the 
recommendation some steps be taken to sup- 
ply the evident defects in the existing sys- 
tem of county government.

KILLED BY ACCIDENT. 


Millionaire Corbin Thrown From His 
Carriage at Newport, N. HL, 


His Coachman Suffers a Simi- 
‘lar Fate. 


Brief Sketch of the Career of the Famous 
“King of Long Island.” 


Newport, N. H. June 5.—Austin Corbin 
and his grandson, Corbin Edgell, with 
Dr. Paul Kunger and Coachman John 
Stokes, started on a fishing trip about 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, On go- 
ing from the yard of the farmhouse the 
horses shied, tipping over the open car- 
riage, throwing the occupants down an 
embankment about eight feet, against 
a stone wall. 


Mr. Corbin’s injuries were very serious | 


—a compound fracture of the right leg 
above and below the knee, a fearful 
scalp wound over four inches long on 
the forehead, cut through to the skull, 
one on the right side of the head three 
inches long and the lip and chin badly 
cut. 

Dr. Kunger was thrown over the wall 
and sustained a broken arm and @& 
sprained ankle. 
leg broken twice between the knee and 
ankle, and sustained a fractured skull. 

Stokes died from his injuries about 6 
o'clock, without regaining conscious- 
ness. 

Mr. Corbin died at 9:42 last evening 
shortly after the arrival of Dr. Cilley 
from Boston. 

His son, Austin Corbin, Jr., arrived on 
a special from Boston about 11 o'clock 
but too late to see his father alive. All 


the other members of the family, with | 


the exception of his son-in-law, Georg 
S. Edgell, who is in the west, were pres- 
ent when he breathed his last.

Austin Corbin, who recently attained 
an ambition which he had cherished for 
30 years, in obtaining complete control 
of the entire railroad system on Long 
Island, was a star of the first magnitude 


in the financial firmament. 


the practical ruler of an island of greater | 


area and population than many Euro- 
pean kingdoms could boast of half a 
century ago, and he was at the head of 
another great railroad system that grid- 
irons the richest coal district in the 
country. 

From very humble circumstances, Mr. 


Corbin rose to his opulent position. He} 
about 69 years ago in New- | 


was born 
port, N. H. His father was a farmer, 
and not a very prosperous one at that. 
He gave his son a good education, how- 
ever, and saw him graduated from Har- 
vard Law school at the age of 22. The 
young lawyer practiced for a while in the 
east, and then tried his luck in the west, 
at Da¥Venport, Ia. He went into the 
banking business there, and removed to 
New York, where he erganized the Cor- 
bin Banking company in 1865. 

Soon after this he became interested 
in railroads. His first trip to Long Isl- 
and was made with his sick child. His 
shrewd business instinct told him that 
the island, with its many natural ad- 
Vantages, was bound to become a sum- 
mer, outing place for a great majority 
of fie teeming millions of the big cities 
at Whose very doors it lay. The Long 
Island railroads at that time consisted 
of a few scattered lines, badly managed 
and being run at a loss by their owners. 
Mr. Corbin began by securing the con- 
trol of the principal line. With that as 
& foundation he gradually built up the 
great system which now spans the isl- 
and in all directions, absorbing one after 
the other of the lines as opportunity of- 
tered and combining them into one har- 
monious whole. 

To Mr. Corbin's foresight New York- 
ers owe the development of their far 
famed Coney Island. Many of the other 
beautiful seaside resorts on the island 
which are now s0 popular were brought 
to notice by Mr. Corbin. Since he gained 
absolute control of all the railways on 
the island his much talked of project of 
establishing a line of ocean steamers, 
with the American port located at Mon- 
tauk Point, had been rvived. 

It is difficult to estimate Mr. Corbin’s 
wealth. At Newport, there is a villa, set 
in the center of an estate 1400 acres i» 
extent. Beyond this there is a game 
preserve, which takes In many former 
mountain farms in Newport township, 
extending over 10,000 acres. About this 
last there is a high, strong fence, and 
within the barrier elk, moose and deer 
roam at will. There is also a herd of 
buffalo and some fine specimens of the 
American bison. It was Mr. Corbin’s 
desire to make this one of the greatest 
hunting preserves in the world, and this 
idea was being rapidly realized. For 
many years he has had agents in every 
country in the world looking for rare 
animals. 

Mr. Corbin maintained three different 
residences the year round, dividing his 
time among them. His New York home 
Was at 455 Fifth avenue. For many 
years it had been the custom of Mr. Cor- 
bin to spend Saturday and Sunday at 
his handsome country place at Babylon, 
L. I. This house is surrounded by spa- 
cious grounds, and was always his fa- 
vorite abode. His other house is in Phil- 
adelphia.

SSSINSEZA"7]\ | DO-NOTHING CONGRESS 


Session About to Adjourn Is Entitled 
to That Appellation. 


Tariff and Financial Legisla- 
tion Shut Out. 


Review of What Has Been Accomplished by 
Nation’s Lawmakers. 


Washington, June 8.—There were no 
conferences held yesterday on the dif- 
ferent appropriation bills in disagree- 
ment between the two houses. The 
points at issue between the houses are 
thoroughly understood by the confer- 
rees, and it appears to be only a question 
of which house will recede from the posi- 
tion it has taken. 

If, as now seems probable, the first ses- 
sion of the Fifty-fourth congress ad- 
journs before this week is ended it 
will be the shortest so-called long session 
since that of the Thirty-fifth congress, 
and one of the shortest in the history of 
the government. This'record Is probably 
partly due to the political difference be- 
tween the senate, house and president, 
which have forestalled agreements on 
many lines of legislation, and partly to 
the determination with which the Re- 
publican leaders in the house have car- 
ried into effect Speaker Reed’s caucus 
prediction, that the congress would bea 
do-nothing assemblage. Legislation 
means appropriations, the house leaders 
have said, and as their opinion was that 
the treasury’s condition warranted no 
appropriation, except the most impera- 
tively necessary, they have held the 
doors tightly shut against all classes of 
bills which usually receive hearings. 
Foremost among the inevitable regular 
acts of the congress are the annual ap- 
propriation bills for the support of the 
government. Their preparation has con- 
stituted a large part of the work of the 
session, and five of them are yet hanging 
between the house and the senate, 

For this reason it is impossible to give 
the exact totals of the bills on the grand 
total of appropriations made by this con- 
gress, which aggregate about $500,000,- 
000, but the disbursements authorized 
during the session will be discussed here- 
after by Chairman Cannon of the appro- 
priations committee, and ex-Chairman 
Sayers, from the points of view of their 
respective parties. Tariff or financial 
legislation of any character was aban- 
doned for all practical purposes, when 
the disagreements between the house 
and senate were demonstrated by the 
fate of the two bills prepared by the 
house ways and means committee. 

One of the most bitterly contested 
fights which has occurred has cropped 
out in the provisions of the Indian and 
the District of Columbia bill for aid to 
church schools, a feature which still 
holds both bills in conference. The In- 
dian bill contains provisions, giving the 
homestead settlers on all ceded Indian 
reservations an extension of one year in 
which to make payments, and for the 
completion of the surveys of land in 
Indian territory. 

Incidental to the legislative, executive 
and judicial bill was an entire revision 
of the salaries of United States district 
attorneys, marshals and commissioners, 
with the stipulation that the terms of 
offices of all commissioners expire on 
June 30, 1897. The agricultural bill con- 
ferred upon the president authority to 
suspend the prohibition against impor- 
tations of cattle, domestic animals and 
hides, on the certification of the secre- 
tery of agriculture that countries or 
parts of countries are free from conta- 
gious or infectious a we of animals, 
and authorized the president to take 
steps to secure the abrogation of the 
regulations by Great Britain, prohibit- 
ing the importation of cattle from the 
United States into that country alive. 

In the sundry civil bill the most im- 
portant legislation is to make effective 
the Carey arid land act, (which ceded 
erid lands to the public land states for 
reclamation) by authorizing the states 
to give liens on the land to avert ex- 
renses of reclamation. 

The most noteworthy legislation per- 
taining to the navy is contained in the 
appropriation bill. The house provided 
for 15 new torpedo boats and for four 
battleships, but the senate reduced the 
number of battleships to two, and a 
conference is pending over that differ- 
ence. The bill made provision for the 
enlistment of 1000 additional seamen. It 
also made unlawful the employment of 
naval or marine officers on the active or 
retired lists of parties furnishing sup- 
plies or materials of war to the govern- 
ment. A special resolution authorized 
the acceptance by the government of 
the ram Katahdin, which failed to 
meet the speed requirements of the 
contract, but which satisfied the de- 
partment, being largely an experimental 
craft. The naval reserve system was 
strengthened by a plan designed to draft 
vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
into the service in time of war. An act 
was passed to establish a naval training 
station on Yerba Buena (or Goat isl- 
and), in San Francisco harbor. The 
secretary was empowered to accept 
certified checks in lieu of bonds from 
contractors for naval supplies. 

No special legislation was contained in 
the army appropriation bill. Special bills 
were passed, however, creating the posi- 
tion of chaplain (who will also be profes- 
sor of history, geography and ethics), 
and an assistant professor of the same 
branches at West Point academy, mak- 
ing the national military parks fields for 
Inaneuvers by the national guard or 
militia, and a resolution appointing Gen- 
erals W. B. Franklin of Connecticut, 
Thomas J. Henderson of Illinois, Repre- 
sentative Steele of Indiana and George 
L. Beal of Maine. members of the board 
of managers for the national soldiers’ 
home. 

Of tariff and financial legislation, this 
congress, as was said, has accomplished 
none. With a safe margin of free silver 
votes in the senate, a.da majority of 
nearly 2 to 1 against silver in the house 
it was evident from the beginning that 
no general policy wuld be agreed upon, 
The two bills framed by the house ways 
and means comm’ ttee, and bearing the 
name of their autor, Mr. Dingley, onea 
bill for the issue of a short of popular

When in Brattle square, 
clinche¢ , Struck Patrolman McElroy 
in the face a terrible blow. It is claimed 
by some that he had a stone in his hand, 
but this is denied. He was grabbed by 
Officers Dynan and Coulter, and then the 
crowd became even more frenzied than 
before. 

Dorr was hustled along, but the two 
officers were immediately surrounded by 
100 students, and in an instant all three 
were upon the ground, and hundreds of 
persons were apparently on top of them. 

The officers were kicked and pounded, 
their clothes torn and their faces 
scratched, but they hung on to Dorrand 
finally were able to rise, after using 
their clubs very effectively. 

In the meantime the other officers were 
coming to thir assistance, and then it 
was that Pilling emerged from the crowd 
that was kicking and hitting at Dynan 
and Coulter, and assaulted, it is claimed, 
Patrolman Corcoran. He was grabbed 
by Patrolman Murray, and then ensued 
a fight such as is seldom seen. Pilling, 
who is an athlete, fought like a tiger, 
while the cheers from the crowd edged 
him on. 

He grabbed Patrolman Corcoran by 
the neck and began to choke him. He 
was hit in the head with a club by one of 
the officers, but even then he did not give 
up fighting: Then, it is claimed, he 
grabbed Corcoran’s coat and tore it from 


Dorr, with his 


his back. The officers, with their three 
prisoners, were then in front of the sta- 
tion, but the students and others ran 


ahead of the police and blocked the door- 
way to the police station. Chief Cloyes 
then ordered the policemen to clear the 
passageway, and use their clubs if neces- 
sary, but a large number of students re- 
fused to move, but they did when the 
clubs of the officers were raised high and 
descended upon their heads with thud 
after thud. Briggs’ and Dorr were 
hustled into the station, but Pilling had 
to be carried in. He fought gamely to 
the very last to get away from the police. 

With the three men in the station the 
crowd outside began to yell and threaten 
to effect an entrance. For half an hour 
the crowd remained in front of the sta- 
tion, and it only lacked a leader to make 
it a desperate one. 

Finally a student mounted the steps 
and pleaded with the crowd to disperse

“They have only done their duty, and we 
are to blame,” again he said. He was 
greeted with cheers, and when he told 
the crowd to go to Holmes’ field, it slowly 
dispersed, to meet again at Holmes’ field, 
where speeches were made condemning 
the police for their action. At first these 
speeches were loudly cheered, but later, 
when one or two students had taken the 
side of the police, and stated that the offi- 
cers had told them that they must kee} 
inside the college yard, and that they had 
only done their duty in arresting a man 
discharging firearms in the street, they 
were cheered also. 

The three students, Briggs, Dorr and 
Pilling, were bailed out by fellow stu- 
dents within an hour of their arrest, $50 
being deposited in each case. 

President Eliot of Harvard college, last 
evening, after the riot, threatened to pul 
an end to athletics at the college alto- 
gether, unless the students subsided and 
went to their rooms. The boys were also 
addressed in the same strain by severa) 
professors. 


Dissolved For '96. 

Boston, June 11.—The legislature of 
15896 was prorogued at 12:20 o'clock yes- 
terday, a session yesterday having been 
piade necessary by the failure, on Tues- 
day night, to dispose of the Boston alder- 
manic bill. The secretary of state an- 
nounced the prorogation in the senate 
stating in his little speech that the chief 
magistrate, during the year, had signed 
650 bills and 124 resolves, and that three 
bills had been vetoed. From the senate 
the secretary of state proceeded to the 
house, where he repeated his message o! 
prorogation, thus formally dissolving the 
legislature.

extent only, and under such well-defined 
regulations that its parity with gold as 
currency can be easily and efficiently 
maintained. As consistent bimetallists 
we are opposed to the independent free 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 
as a measure fraught with certain dis- 
aster to all commercial interests, de- 
etructive to the interests of the wage- 
earners, and in the absence of interna- 
tional agreement sure to lead to zilver 
monometallism.” 


FOR GOLD STANDARD. 


Democrats of Connecticut and Maryland Thus 
Declare Themselves. 

Hartford, June 11.—The Democrats ot 
Connecticut, by their representatives at 
the state convention for the choice of 
delegates to the national convention 
at Chicago, July 7, have expressed them- 
selves unequivocally as to their ad- 
vocacy of the gold standard and opposl- 
tion for the free coinage of silver. The 
platform also endorsed President Cleve- 
land, and especially approved his sup- 
port of the Monroe doctrine. 

Hon. William E. Russell of Massachu- 
setts was the choice of the delegates as 
presidential nominee, but owing to the 
fact that Judge Lynde Harrison of the 
committee on resolutions had received 
a letter from the ex-governor, in which 
he expressly stated that he did not 
wish to embarrass the delegates by any 
resolution of instruction, it was sug- 
gested that they go to Chicago pledged 
to no one. 

The convention was one of the briefest 
of recent years, owing to the fact that 
the choice of delegates had been fought 
out in district and county caucuses, and 
little remained for the convention In this

He 
is 71 years old. The priest said he had 
befriended the prisoner in many ways, 
taking him from the street and shelter- 
ing him when he was homeless and hun- 
gry.

This 
Beraigua denies. The priest estimated 
that the manuscript was worth $25,000.

CONTRACT CANCELLED, 


St. James Hotel Openly Refuses to En- 
tertain Colored Delegates, 


Reed Considered Out of the 
Presidential Race. 


Governor Bradley Issues a Statement Denying 
Deals Attributed to Him. 


St. Louis, June 11.—The meeting of the 
2epublican national committee, to de- 
cide the contests for seats in the con- 
vention, absorbed the general interests | 
in official affairs pertaining to the con- 
vention yesterday. There were no impor- | 
tant arrivals, except committee mem- 
bers, and they were so concerned with 
the proceedings of the committee that 
they declined to give attention to the 
pther questions 

The entire day's session was given up 
to the Alabama corttests, which In- 
volved the seats of the four delegates- | 
at-large, and all of the nine districts, 
except the Second, making 22 seats that 
were in dispute. The contests were all 
decided except those from the Third and 
Fifth districts, in which hearings were | 
postponed on account of the absence of 
other contestants or contestees. Ths 
points at issue In the Sixth and Eighth 
districts were settled outside of the com- | 
mittee, and tne contest in both instances 
withdrawn. The issue was presented to | 
the committee in all other cases. | 

The orgia contest on the delegates- | 
at-large was taken up last evening, and 
except for two districts in Alabama and | 
one from Georgia, these two states were | 
entirely disposed of. The total of the 
day’s work was the disposal of 24 con- 
testing delegates, 18 in Alabama and six 
in Georgia. Of the 24 del*rates seated 
all but two favor MgKinley. 

The proceedings “re of a harmonious 
character, and while there was evidence 
that there was genuine feeling in be- 
half of various candidates, this feeling 
did not at any time take a personally 
aggressive form. | 

Several weeks ago the officers of the | 
Tippecanoe club, under the direction of | 
M. A. Hanna, made a $6000 contract with | 
Thomas P. Miller, proprietor of the St, 
James hotel, to take of a certain} 
number of delegates for five days dur- | 
ing the convention. The club officers 
then wrote to certain southern delega- | 
tions that rooms had been engaged for | 
them at the St. James. When Mr. Miller | 
learned that the club intended to fill the | 
rooms with negroes, he objected. “If I 
permit you to bring negroes here,” he 
said, ‘all my help will leave. It will put 
me ina most embarrassing predica- | 
ment.”. | 

Upon the arrival of Mr. Hanna from 
Cleveland yesterday, he was told what 
had occurred. ‘“I am sorry for Mr. 
Miller,” said Mr. Hanna to his agent, 
“but he signed a contract, and unless he | 
lives up to it he will find himself involved 
ina most unpleasant legal complication.” 

When the hotel man was notified of | 
this he made the following written reply 
“I cannot entertain the colored delegates 
in our main dining room, or under the 
contract with your club.” 

As all the leading hotels are crowded, 
the Tippecanoe club is in a quandary as 
to what it will do with the colored dele- | 
gates, whom it promised to care for. 

Mr. Hanna said he felt very sorry for | 
the Business Men’s league, which prom- | 
ised the national committee there would 
be no color line drawn. “The league has 
done every thing in its pow er to prevent 
this trouble,” he added, ‘‘and I do not 
consider it in any way to blame.” | 

Mr. Hanna's emissaries also rented 
the big exposition building for use dur- | 
ing the convention. It was suggested | 
that cots be placed init for the use of the 
colored men, but when the management | 
of the building learned of this, it told | 
the club that the negroes could not be | 
quartered there. It was finally agreed 
that the colored delegates might be fed 
there. Tony Faust, who holds the lease 
of the kitchen at the exposition building, | 
said he could not furnis sh either food or | 

cooks to do the work. 

Many of the colored men have, of 
their own accord, gone to the homes of 
colored people living here, and obtained 
board and lodgings. Some of them, how- 
ever, refuse to do this. 

Dr. John Gant of Sherman, Tex., has 
a contract with Proprietor Griswold of 
the Laclede hotel for his people, black 
and white alike, and this end of it the 
hotel man is going to keep, but black 
delegates will not be allowed to eat in 
the dining hall. Meals will be served in 
their rooms, and there will be no lack of 
attention to them. This is what makes | 
Dr. Gant angry. 

Mr. J. H. Manley said yesterday: “In 
my judgment, the convention will nomi- 
nate McKinley on the first ballot for the 
presidency. It is useless to attempt to | 
deny that this will be the result. The 
action of the national committee in its 
overwhelming vote on the Alabama case 
settles conclusively how the respective 
states, which the members of the com- 
mittee represent, will vote in the con- 
vention. Mr. Reed’s name will be pre- | 
sented to the convention, and voted | 
for, and I am authorized to say that | 
under no conditions or circumstances 
can he or will he accept the nomination 4 
for vice president, if it should be tendered 
to him. The great majority of New 
England delegates will be loyal to Mr. | 
Reed, but the convention is for Gover- | 
nor McKinley, and will nominate him.” 

While the declaration of Mr. Manley | 
contained nothing that has not been 
looked for, yet it caused a flutter of ex- 
citement when it was known that the 
manager of Mr. Reed had announced | 
that there was not further hope arnong | 
the leaders of the forces of the man from 
Maine. Other supporters of Mr. Reed 
said that the declaration would cost Mr. 
Reed at least half of the votes that 
would have been cast for him had noth-

It was also stated that the declaration

A TAME CLOSING. 


Final Session of Congress Was Devoid o! 
Public Interest. 

Washington, June 12.—Vice President 
Stevenson brought the session of the sen- 
ate toa final close at 4o’clock yesterday, 
after a brief valedictory expressing his 
thanks to senators for their courtesies 
to him throughout the session. The clos- 
ing scene was not of the dramatic order, 
but was marked by the placid serenity 
characteristic of the upper branch of 
congress. There was an absence of the 
packed corridors incident to an event- 
ful close to congress. 

The senate convened at 11 o’clock, but 
no business was transacted, beyond the 
formalities preceding an adjournment. 
Senators Smith and Sherman were 
named to make the usual call on the 
president, and reported that there were 
no further communications from the 
chief executive. The last bill to be passed 
Was one urged by Mr. Sherman, pension- 
ing the widow of General William H. 
Gibson, a prominent Ohio office. Resolu- 
tions of thanks were unanimously 
adopted to Vice President Stevenson 
and President Pro Tem Frye, for their 
impartial rulings in the chair. One of 
the last acts was to give the important 
immigration bill a parliamentary status, 
by which it secures the right of way as 
soon as the senate reassembles. As soon 
as the vice president had announced the 
session closed, the galleries emptied, 
senators exchanged goodbys, and many 
arranged to leave at once for their homes 

The final session of the house was de- 
void of public interest. The appropria- 
tion bill had been passed, and the mem- 
bers simply waited for the end to come. 
A number of the members were made 
happy by the passage of small local bills 
of interest to their districts. 

To General Wheeler of Alabama be- 
longed the distinction of securing the 
psssage of the last bill. Beyond a little 
misunderstanding between Mr. Bailey 
of Texas and Mr. Marshall of Illinois, 
good feeling prevailed. There was an 
attempt by Messrs. Bailey and Maguire 
of California to precipitate a political 
discussion in the last half hour of the 
session, but the Republicans declined 
the gage of combat thrown down to 
them. Mr. Turner (Dem., Ga.), who was 
the floor leader of the minority during 
the absence of Mr. Crisp, offered a reso- 
lution of thanks to the speaker, which 
was adopted by a standing vote, a most 
unanimous honor. The speaker closed 
the session with a graceful speech, iu 
which he thanked the members most 
cordially, and felicitated them on the 
work of the session.

Senator Gear of Iowa has been 
given second place in one of these wild

RADICAL CHANGE, 


-'Quincy Gets Good Trains But 
Loses Old Favorites. 


24 In and 25 Out Instead of 31 Both 
Ways as Now. 


An Hourly Service Both Ways With 
Some Exceptions. 


As already noted a new timetable will go 
into effect Sunday, June 14, on the N, Y., 
N. H. & H.R. R., and the changes are 


more sweeping than predicted, although 
warned in the DAity LEDGER some 


days ago. 

Quincy, the centre of a city of 25,000 
population gets the same service as the 
villages of Quincy Adams, Wollaston and 
Norfolk Downs; while Braintree and 
Atlantic gets nearly double the number of 
trains—to be exact 20 more inward trains 
and 18 more outward trains. If Quincy 
people desire to make a stup between 
Atlantic and Boston or go beyond Brain- 
tree they mustin all cases change cars. 
Quincy should not be sidetracked in this 
way. It is of enough importance for 
through trains to stop at, and if they 
stopped at Quincy it would not be neces- 
sary for so many to stop at Braintree. 

Quincy gets an hourly service, except 
inward between 6 and 9 A. M. and ontward 
between 4.30 and 7.30 p.m. A-half bourly 
service during the whole day would be very 
satisfactory, but to be obliged to wait 
almost an hourif one happens to missa 
train will result in considerable traffic 
being diverted to the electric cars. 

Instead of an increase service, as Quincy 
usually obtains in the summer the number 
of trains is reduced. Today there are 31 
each way, but on Monday there will be 
only 24 inward trains and 25 outward. 
What trains we have are excellent, usually 
making but three stops and making 
the run in 18 minutes. There are 
no inward expresses, but two morning 
trains make only one stop, and the only 
train to make over three stops is the 7 41 
p, M. The only outward train to make 
over three stops is the early 5.55 A. M. 
There are three excellent expresses out 
besides others between 5 and 7 P. M., Viz. 
at 5.14, 6.14 and 6.16, each making the 
run in fifteen minutes. 

Quincy Adams gets only two less inward 
trains than Quincy, all the Quincy trains 
except the 732 and 8.32 inward stopping 
there two minutes earlier than at Quincy. 
Of the outward trains Quincy Adams gets 
all but the 5.14, 6 14 and 6.16P. M. 

Wollaston gets all the Quincy inward 
trains except the 7.32 and 8 32 A. M. and 
all the outward except the three expresses 
at 5.14, 6 14 and 6 16 P. M. 

The Norfolk Downs service is identical 
with the Wollaston except that the 518 Pp. 
mM. inward from Wollaston does not stop 
there. 

Atlantic—well, Atlantic is all right. It 
gets all the Wollaston trains both ways 
also the additional 21 
aud Bos- 


as expresses and 
each way between West Quincy 
ton which run accommodation. 

West Quincy and East Milton will be 
happy, for their service will be increased 
fifty percent. In placeof 14 trains each 
way they will bave 21. As there will be 
half hourly service inward in the early 
morning and outward toward night, and 
hourly at other times there will be no two- 
hour gaps as at present. 

The new time table will be found in the 
LEDGER advertising columns today, and 
gives the stops and hour of arrival. In- 
ward trains where an appears leave 
Quincy Adams two minutes earlier, and if 
an ‘*a’’ appears stop at Wollaston two 
minutes later; if a ‘*b” four minutes later 
at Norfolk Downs, and if a “ee” 
minutes later at Atlantic. 

The Quincy train which will most be 
missed will be the 12 mM. express outward. 
The schedule gives no train between 11.30 
and 12.30. This train had been ran for 
years and wasa great accommodation for 
our business men. Undoubtedly an effort 
will be made to have it restored, and it is 
something in which our Board of Trade 
can take a hand. 

To improve the service the inward ex- 
press from Braintree should stop at Quincy 
at 8 A. M., and there should be others 
about 9.42, 10.42, 11.42 A. M., 12.42, 1.42, 
2.42, 3.42, 442,542 and6.42 p.m. Ont- 
ward trains should be put on at 8 00, 9.00, 
10,00, 11.00 A. M., 12.00, 1.00, 2.00, 3.00, 
4.00, 8.00, 9.00, 10.00 and 11 Pp. a.

i Foreign Body of 7 of “Aimed Men” Will 
March on England’s Soil. 


Bay State Ancient and Honor- 
ables Will Do It. 


Their Trip Promises to Be a Grand One From 
Start to Finish. 


Boston, June 13.—The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery company will, on 
June 29, board the steamer Servia, en 
route for to visit the English 
“Honorables,” who now comprise the 
parent organization of the Massachu- 
setts body. The trip will be one of the 
most notable events in the history of 
any artillery organization in the United 
States. When the Servia reaches her 
destination a foreign body of 250 “armed 
men” will march upon English soil, and 
later on, for the first time in history, 
the same armed men will parade the 
streets of Iondon, by permission of 
Queen Victoria. 

The parent campany, the Honorable 
Company of Artillery, was chartered in 
Fingland in 1537, by Henry VIII, and the 
erganization has been preserved by the 
descendants of the original members 
until now. The American branch, the 
original Massachusetts company of 41 
members, under Captain Keayne, was 
chartered by Governor Winthrop in 1628 

About a year ago the London company 
sent a formal invitation to the Massa- 
chusetts men to visit England. This 
}invitation was accepted, and prepara- 
tions were at once begun. During the 
) whole 12 months, at meetings and smoke- 
| talks, by mail and messenger, plans for 
the trip have been under consideration, 
and all details are now practically com- 
pleted. The company, 250 in number, 
will leave here on the Servia, which is to 
sent here from New York for the 
purpose, at noon, Monday, June 29. They 
will probably reach Liverpool on July 
6, where their hosts and the lord mayor 
will meet them. The customary in- 
spection, by order of her majesty the 
queen, will be omitted, and the visitors 
will be escorted to a special train on the 
London and Northwestern railroad, 
which will hurry them along very

To these smaller conven- 
tions are sent qualified workers, either 
paid or voluntary, who bring to the re- 
mote or weaker Sunday schools a knowl- 
edge of the best methods of working. 
They expound plans for the systematic 
visits to every home in the district and 
show how home classes may be formed. 
It is the object of the general association 
to have this organization complete 
throughout the country and the question 
of how to obtain this is discussed at the 
triennial conventions by men of wide | 
experience. 

According to a recent report prepared 
by Chairman B. F. Jacobs of the execu- 
tive committee, the work of organization 
is considered thorough in 16 states and | 
provinces, good in 15 states and pro- 
vinces and partial in 26 states, terri- 
tories and provinces, while Alaska, 
Idaho and Nevada are unorganized. 
Salaried workers to the number of 45 
are employed but many more are needed. 

‘It is a startling statement,’’ says | 
Mr. Jacobs, ‘‘but 1,000,000 of the col- | 
ored children of this country are not in | 
a school of any kind and one-half the} 
children and youth of America do not 
attend Sunday school. To enable the 
executive committee to extend and im- 
prove its work we ask $25, 000 annually 
in special contributions.’

Interesting Facts About a Full Sheet of 
Postage Stamps—When Mrs. 
Burnett Was a Child. 


A plate containing 400 stamps is 2 by 
i feet in size. If you have ever bought 
afull sheet of stamps and wondered 
what was meant by the mystical num- 
bers on the lower margin, you will be 
interested to know that this is the 
printer’s plate number, and you will re- 
call that by this number the printer and 
his assistants are charged with every 
sheet of damp paper they handle, and 
that this number is credited with every 


ijsheet of stamps, perfect or imperfect,

The statue can be seen for miles up 
and down the river and marks one of 
the many historic spots in the neighbor- 
hood. The artist who executed the work 
is D. W. Stevenson, R. S. A., who took | 
the details of the costume from the 
works of David Allen, who well knew | 
Highland Mary and was, in his day, fa- 
mous for his illustrations of Scottish life 
and scenes, so it may safely be said that 
the statue is historically correct. 

Just across the waters of the Clyde is 
the Ayrshire coast which is replete with | 
memories of Burns. In the city of Ayr 
itself stands a fine statue of the poet 


Which was unveiled a few years ago. | 
Not far from this statue, just 
the town, is the humble cottage in 
Which Burns was born. 

The “auld clay biggin”’ is now a cher- 
ished spot und is religiously cared for 
by a society which, with true Scottish 
thrift, charges small admission to each 
visitor to the shrine of poesy. The cot- 
tage stands today, it is said, as it did 
when, on that cold windy day in Jan- 
uary, 1759, “‘rantin, rovin Robin”? first 
saw the light. Even now you can read- 
ily see in what intense poverty Burns 
must have lived. There are only two 
rooms in the house outside of those 
used asa barn. It was in the kitchen 
where Burns was born, The roof 
is low and is scarcely six feet from 
the floor of broken flagstone. There is a 
fireplace on one side, where the family 
cooking was done, and the bed is made 
in a deep ledge, beside it. A table and 
some chairs constitute the furniture of 
the room. It was here, as the poet him- 
relf has described it, that he was born, 
when

GROWTH OF THE HALL. 


| From a Simple Passage It Has Come t. 
Be the Principal Room, 

| The ordinary older cottages, those of a 
quarter of a century ago, were generally 
planned with a single entrance facing the 
approach. ‘This opened from a porch into 
&@ passage rather than a hall, with the stair- 
way starting a few paces within and run- 
ping straight up against the side wall to 
the floor above, the parlor and library to 
right and left, with the dining room be- 
hind the one and the kitchen beyond the 
other. Between the last two came the 
butler’s pantry and servants’ stairs and 
the back door, which usually in the family 
life of the occupants became the thorough- 
fare to and from the house. 

This, pure and simple, was the general 
| pn from which the house started. Step 
| by step it developed, First the passage 
, Was attacked, and, being broadened, be- 
| came a hall. The staircase fell away from 

near the threshold toa less obtrusive place, 
with landings and returns, and windows 
opening upon them, As the hall grew the 
parlor, as its uses and purposes were more 
absorbed by the hall, became of less im- 
portance. ‘The fireplace became a promi- 
nent feature, and, placed in the hall and 
more elaborately treated, became an ingle 
nook, with the mantel over it forming an 
imposing chimney piece, Improving thus 
its separate features upon the old, the 
newer plan advanced farther in the dispo- 
sition of these features. The new hall 
having become broad and ample, and the 
¢gendezyous and seat of the home life, took 
its position in the most desirable place in 
the advanced plan. The house grew up 
about it, following with the other features 
and details in their proper sequence, until 
now, from the sum of all that has been 
done, the resulting general plan, with its 
controlling condition of site, can be ad- 
duced.—Ladies’ Home Journal.

It caused the enact- 
ment of the law providing for the re- 
sumption of specie payments in 1879, 
since then every dollar has been as good 
as gold. Weare unalterably opposed to 
} every measure calculated to debase our 
currency or impair the credit our 
country. We are, therefore, opposed to 
the free coinage of silver, except by in- 
ternational agreement with the leading 
commercial nations of the world, which 
we pledge ourselves to promote, and un- 
til agreement can be obtained the ex- 
isting gold standard must be preserved. 
All our silver and paper currency now 
in circulation must be maintained at 
parity with gold, and we favor all meas- 
ures designed to maintain inviolably tae 
obligations of the United States, and ail 
our money, Whether coin or paper, at the 
present standard, the standard of the 
most enlightened nations of the earth.” 

The foreign plank is general in its na- 
ture, outlining a policy in regard to all 
current foreign questions. It contains 
a declaration for the protection of Amer- 
ican citizens abroad; reaffirms the posi- 
tion of the party in favor of the Monroe 
doctrine; endorses the administration of 
President Harrison, on the attutude of 
this country toward Hawali; demands 
protection for American missionaries in 
Armenia; expresses sympathy for the 
Cubans in their war for independence, 
and takes a position in favor of awarding 
to them belligerent rights. 

Civil service reform is approved, and 
the extension of the principle, wherever 
practicable. The use of public money for 
sectarian purposes and the union of 
church and stute are opposed. A decla- 
ration is made in favor of arbitration 
between employes and employer, but no 
specific legislation is demanded. 

A declaration is made in favor of liberal] 
pensions, and the present administration 
is denounced for dropping from the rolls, 
without examination, deserving soldiers.

The brevet rank of major was cop 
ferred by President Lincoln ‘‘for gal- 
lant and meritorious services at the bat- 
tles of Opequan, Fisher’s Creek and 
Cedar Hill.’’ He was with Sheridan in 
the Shenandoah campaign; was at 
Winchester, Cedar Creek, Fisher’s Hill, 
Opequan, Kernstown, Floyd Mountain 
and Berryville, where his horse Was 
shot from under him, and in all the 
battles in which the Twenty-third par- 
ticipated. He served on the staffs of 
Generals Hasres, Crook, Hancock and 
Carroll. He was mustered out with the 
regiment July 26, 1865, after more than 
four years’ continuous service, 


M’KINLEY AS A LAWYER. 


He Wanted to Continue His Military Ca- 
reer, but His Parents Objected. 

_ When the war closed, McKinley was 
just 22. He was full of youthful en- 
thusiasm and ardor, and he returned to 
his home in Ohio fully expecting to ac- 
cept the flattering offer made him of a 
commission in the regular army. 

But to this his parents offered strong 
opposition. They pointed out the small 
rewards to honor and ambition that 
come to the soldier in time of peace. At 
length he yielded to their persuasions 
and reluctantly gave up his dreams of 
martial glory and bent his mind upon 
the pursuits of peace. The war had 
made a man of him and ended all 
thought of a collegiate career. He cast 
about fora profession, and naturally, 
ronsidering the bent of his mind, he 
chose the law. He became a student in 
the offices of Charles E. Glidden and 
David Wilson, then leaders of the Ma- 
honing county bar. He supplemented 
his reading by taking the course at the 
Albany Law school, and in 1567 was 
admitted to the practice. He located at 
Canton, where he formed a partnership 
with Judge Belden. 

He was an excellent advocate, even in 
those early years, and made some of the 
best jury arguments ever made at the 
Stark county bar. At the time he was 
first elected to congress he enjoyed one 
of the leading places and one of the best 
general practices in the county. 

As a lawyer Mr. McKinley was al- 
ways thorough and careful in the prepa- 
ration of cases. He had the confidence of 
everybody and soon became particularly 
prominent as an advocate. He prepared 
himself by thorough courses of reading 
for his public career. He is much as 
Garfield was in this respect and pos- 
esses elements of strength by reason of 
his thorough study of political subjects. 
He seems to have had in view from the 
beginning the devotion of his life to 
public service.’ During all his early pro- 
fessional years he was an active partici- 
pant in Republican campaigns and early 
gave evidence of the power he has since 
developed as a public speaker and ora- 
tor. The plan of his political speaking 
has always been thesame. He first thor- 
oughly masters the subject in hard and 
then presents it forcibly. 


M’KINLEY’S POLITICAL CAREER. 


His Work as Congressman, Tariff Special- 
ist and Governor of Ohio, 

Major McKinley was but 33 years old 
when he was elected by the people of 
his district to represent them in coh- 
gress. There he soon made his mark, 
and was returned at each subsequent 
election until that of 1890, in which 
year a gerrymander of his district de- 
feated him by a majority of only 802. 
This was the culminating one of several 
efforts on the part of the Democratic 
legislature to gerrymander McKinley 
out of congress. 

While in congress he served on the 
committee on revision of laws, the ju- 
diciary committee, the committee on 
expenditures in the postoffice depart- 
ment and the committee on rules. 
When General Garfield received the 
nomination for the presidency, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley was assigned to the vacancy on 
the committee on ways and means. He 
served on the last mentioned committee 
until the expiration of his last term as 
representative. While chairman of this 
committee he framed the McKinley 
bill, which afterward became a law and 
which still bears his name. 

McKinley was a protege of ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes, and up to the time of the 
latter’s death he recognized the ex- 
president as his adviser and counselor. 
He was in General Hayes’ regiment 
during the rebellion. General Hayes 
knew him and his father well, and saw 
in the dashing young cavalier the germ 
of greatness. He needed a counselor, an 
adviser, a friend, and General Hayes 
watched over him with the filia) love, 
devotion and pride of a father. 

The war ended, McKinley still re- 
mained an object of hope, of interest 
and pride to General Hayes. McKinley 
became a candidate for congress and was 
elected. When Hayes was president, 
McKinley was in the house of represent- 
atives. The major was a frequent wel- 
come visitor at the White House. One 
day the president gave McKinley ad- 
vice, which made McKinley the fore- 
most champion of a protective tariff. 
President Hayes thus spoke to the young 
representative: 

“To achieve success and fame yon 
must pursue a special line. You must 
not make a speech on every motion of- 
fered or bill introduced. You must con- 
fine yourself to one particular thing. 
Become a specialist. Take up some 


branch of legislation and make that 
vour study. Why not take up the subject 


of tariff? Being a subject that will not 
be settled for years to come, it offers a 
great field for study and a chance for 
ultimate fame.’

Indeed the occasion is still recalled when 
he held an audience of Georgia people 
for two hours at a Chautauqua assembly 
near Atlanta while he preached to them 
the glories of the protective tariff sys- 
tem. ‘It was only by the greatest self 
control,’’ said Henry W. Grady, speak- 
ing of this event afterward, ‘‘that I re- 
strained myself from rising as McKinley 
concluded his wonderful speech and de- 
claring myself henceforth ready to fol- 
low him as a disciple.’’ 

James G. Blaine, in his ‘‘Twenty 
Years of Congress,’’ reviews the Forty- 
fifth congress, in which McKinley first 
sat, as follows: ‘*William McKinley, 
dr., entered from the Canton district. 
He enlisted in an Ohio regiment when 
but 17 years old and won the rank of 
major by meritorious service. The inter- 
est of his constituency and his own bent 
of mind led him to the study of indus- 
trial questions, and he was soon recog- 
nized in the house as one of the most 
thorough statisticians and one of the 
ablest defenders of the doctrine of pro- 
tection. ”’ 

Atagreat mass meeting in Indianapo- 
lis several years ago ex-President Har- | 
rison was presiding officer. McKinley | 
was one of the speakers, and Harrison 
jntroduced him as follows: 

**He has endeared himself to all by 
his record as a gallant young soldier 
battling for the flag. He has honored 
himself, his state and the country by his | 
conspicuous services in high legislative 
and executive places. Noman more than 
he is familiar with the questions that 
now engage public thought. No man is 
more able than he lucidly to set them 
before the people. I do not need to in- 
voke your attention to what he shall 
say. He will command it.”’ 

The sentiment which resulted in the | 
nomination of McKinley for governor 
of Ohio was engendered immediately | 
upon the annorncement of the result of | 
the election of 1890, when after 14} 
years’ continuous service in congress the | 
Ohio statesman was defeated for re-elec- | 
tion, despite the fact that he cut down 
the Democratic majority from 2,900 to 
302. 

During his gubernatorial campaign in 
1893 McKinley visited 86 of the 88 coun- 
ties of Ohio and made 130 speeches. He 
was elected by a plurality of 80,995, up | 
to that time the record plurality in | 
Ohio’s history. 

The policy which Governor McKinley | 
pursued during his four years of occu- | 
pancy of the gubernatorial chair was | 
well outlined when in his inaugural ad- | 
dress he said: “It is my desire to co- 
operate with you in every endeavor to 
secure a wise. economical and honorable

scene will forget the picture of Senator 
Cannon of Utah, facing the 10,000 irate, 
hissing, jeering people as he read the 
valedictory of the silver men. 

He stood erect and defiant, and his 
pale face, set in grim determination as 
those below him tried to cry him down, 
until the very courage he displayed won 
for him the admiration which compelled 
silence. When he finished reading the 
galleries burst out again with thelr 
jeers anc cries of disapproval, butin the 
most courtiy fashion he turned and 
shook hands with Senator-elect Foraker, 
chairman of Permanent 
Cr .rman Thurston, and other friends 
on the platform. Then lecking arms 
with Senator Teller, the two men left 
the stand, and moved down between the 
walls of yelling delegates, to where the 
standard of the lowa delegation stood. 
They were there joined by Senator Du- 
boils, and the three men continued their 
march to the main door, their followers 
falling in behind them as they moved 
along. It was a small band, several of 
the delegates f om thé states of Utah and 
Montana, notably Senators Carter and 
Mantle of the latter state, preferring to 
subscribe to the platform than to sever 
their allegiance to their party and dele- 
gates, only a few of whom displayed any 
bitterness toward what they believed 
to be the misguided course of their col- 
leagues. <All breathed a sigh of relief 
when it was over. Never before has 
there been a bolt from the Republican 
party, altheugh Wendell Phillips and 
some more radical Republicans held a 
convention at Cleveland in 1864, and 
placed in the field a ticket In opposition 
to Lincoln and Johnson. The radicals, 
on that occasion, however, withdrew 
their ticket, and returned to.the fold be- 
fore the election in November. 

The silver men who bolted yesterday 
immediately perfected plans to place 
Senator Teller in nom‘ tation, as an in- 
dependent silver cand’ ate for president, 
in the hope that the Demorats at Chi- 
cago, if controlled™ sy the silverites, 
would place his name at the head of their 
ticket. 

After this sensational incident the con- 
vention turned with evident pleasure to 
the work of selecting the standard bear- 
ers. It was a forgone conclusion that 
McKinley would be nominated, but the 
pent up enthusiasm of the friends of the 
Ohio candidate found full vent. The 
speech of Baldwin, nominating Allison, 
of Senator Lodge, nominating Reed; of 
Hastings, nominating Quay, and of De- 
pew, nominating Morton, were eloquent 
and masterly offorts, and were received 
with the greatest enthusiasm by their 
respective supporters, but is was the 
nomination of McKinley, by Foraker, 
which turned the convention into bed- 
lam. 

The chairman was only a half hour 
late in the use of his mallet yesterday, 
and he wasted notime. The prayer, of- 
fered by acolored doctor of divinity, was 
very brief, and the.amen had scarcely

resolutions, 


aieqd im mis tmroat berore Chairman 
Foraker of the committee on resolutions 
was wafted forward on a wave of cheer- 
ing to make his report. The contents of 
the platform were pretty well known in 
advance, but the reading was listened to 
with marked interest. 

The currency resolution was divided 
into sentences by the cheers of the au- 
dience, and when opposition to free coin- 
age of silver was declared there was a 
loud and prolonged shout; many of the 
delegates rose to their feet, and hats, 
handkerchiefs and flags were waved all 
over the hall. Following is the 

Declaration of Principles. 


The Republicans of the United States, 
assembled by their representatives in 
national convention, appealing for the 
popuiar and historical justification of 
their claims to the matchless achieve- 
ments for 30 years of Republican rule, 
earnestly and confidently addreag them- 
selves to the awakened intelligence, ex- 
perlence and conscience of their coun- 
trymen in the following declaration of 
facts and principles: 

For the first time since the Civil War 
the American people have witnessed 
the calamitous cousequences of full and 
unrestricted Democratic control of the 
government. It has been a record of 
unparalleled incapacity, dishonor and 
disaster. In administrative manage- 
@ent it has ruthlessly sacrificed indis- 
pensible revenue, entailed an unceasing 
deficit, eked out ordinary current ex- 
penses with borrowed money, plled up 
the public debt by $262,000,000 in time of 
peace, forced an adverse balance of 
trade, kept a perpetual menace hanging 
over the redemption fund, pawned 
American credit to alien syndneates and 
reversed all the measures and results 
of successful Republican rule. In the 
broad effect of its policy, it has precip- 
itated panic, blighted industry and trade 
with prolonged depression, closed fac- 
tories, reduced work and wages, halted 
enterprise and crippled American pro- 
duction, while stimulating foreign pro- 
luction for the American market. Fv- 
ery consideration of public safety and 
individual interest demands that the 
fovernment shall be rescued from the 
hands of those who have shown them- 
selves incapable to conduct it without 
disaster at home and dishonor abroad, 
and shall be restored to the party which 
for 30 years administered it with un- 
equalled and prosperity. And 
in this connection, we heartily endorse 
the wisdom, patriotism and success of 
the administration of President Harri- 
son. 

We renew and emphasize our alle- 
gianece to the policy of protection as the 
bulwark of American industrial inde- 
pendence and the foundation of Ameri- 
can development and prosperity. This 
true American policy taxes foreign prod- 
ucts and encourages home industry: it 
puts the burden of revenue on foreign 
goods; it secures the American market 
for the American producer; it uphoids 
the American standard of wages for the 
American Workinginan; it puts the fac- 
tory by the-side of the farm, and makes 
the American farmer less dependent on 
foreign demand and prices; it diffuses 
general thrift. and founds the strength 
of all on the strength of each. In its 
1easonable application it is just, fair 
and impartial, equally opposed to for- 
elgn control and domestic monopoly, 
the sectional discrimination and indi- 
vidual! favoritism. 

We denounce the Democratic tariff as 
sectional, injurious ‘. the public credit 
and destructive to business enterprise. 
We demand such an equitable tariff on 
foreign imports which come into com- 
petition with American products as will 
not only furnish adequate revenue for 
the necessary expenses of the govern- 
ment, but will protect American labor 
from degradation to the wage level of 
other lands. Weare not pledged to any 
particular schedule. The question of 
rates is a practical question, to be gov- 
erned by the condition of the time and 
of production; the ruling and uncom- 
promising principle is the protection 
and development of American labor and 
industry. The country demandsa right 
settlement. and then it wants rest. 

We helieve the repeal of the recip- 
rocity arrangements negotiated by the 
last Republican administration was a 
national calamity, and we demand their 
renewal and extension on such terms 
as will equalize our trade with other na- 
tions, remove the restrictions which now 
obstruct the sale of American products 
in the ports of other countries, and se- 
cure enlarged markets for the products 
of our farms, forests and factories. 

Protection and reciprocity are twin 
measures of the Republican policy and 
go hand in hand. Democratic rule has 
resistlessly struck down both, and both 
must be re-established, 

Protection for what we produce; free 
admission for the necessaries of life 
which we do not produce; reciprocal 
agreements of mutual interest which 
gair. open markets for us in return for 
our open markets to others. Protec- 
tion builds up domestic industry and 
trade and secures our own market for 
ourselves; reciprocity builds up foreign 
trade and finds an outlet for our surplus. 

We condemfi the present administra- 
tion for not keeping faith with the sugar 
producers of this country. The Republi- 
can party favors such protection as will 
lead to the production on American soll 
of all the sugar which the American peo- 
ple use, and for which they pay other 
countries more than $100,000,000 an- 
nually 

To all our products—to those of the 
mine and field as well as to those of the 
shop and factory—to hemp, to wool, the 
product of the great industry of sheep 
husbandry, as well as to the finished 
woolehs of the mills, we promise the most 
ample protection. 

We favor restoring the early American 
policy of discriminating duties for the 
up-building of our merchant marine and 
the protection of our shipping in the car- 
rying trade, so that American ships— 
the product of American labor, employed 
in American shipyards, sailing under the 
Stars and Stripes, and manned, officered 
and owned by Americans—may regain 
the carrying of oir foreign commerce.” 

The Republican party Is unreservedly 
for sound money, it caused the enact- 
ment of the law providing for the re- 
sumption of specie payments in 1879, 
since then every dollar has been as good 
as gold. 

We are unalterably 6pposed to every 
measure calculated to debase our cur- 
rency or impair the credit of country. 
We are therefore opposed to the free 
coinage of silver except by international 
agreement with the leading commercial 
nations of the world, which we pledge 
ourselves to promote, and until such 
agreement can be obtained the existing 
gold standard must be preserved. All 
our silver and paper currency must be 
maintained at parity with gold, and we 
favor all measures designed to maintain 
inviolably the obligations of the United 
States and all our money, whether coin 
or paper, at the present standard, the 
standard of the enlightened nations of 
the earth. 

The veterans of the Union army deserve 
and should receive fair treatment and 
generous recognition. Whenever prac- 
ticable they should be given the prefer- 
ence in the matter of employment, and 
they are entitled to the enactment of 
such laws as are best calculated to se-

Made Unanimous. 

Senator Lodge, rising in his delegation 
and standing upon hischair, said: “Mr. 
Chairman, the friends of Mr. Reed have 
followed him with the same loyalty 
which he has always shown himself to 
country and principle and party, That 
loyalty they now transfer to the soldiers, 
the patriot, the American whom you 
have nominated here today, and on be- 
half of my own state, and I believe of all 
the other New England states that sup- 
ported Mr. Reed, we pledge a great ma- 
jority in our own states and our as- 
sistance in other states, and all the help 
we can render for William McKinley. 
I move you, sir, that the nomination of 
William McKinley may be made unani- 
mous.” 

Mr. Hastings of Pennsylvania, who 
had nominated Senator Quay, seconded 
the motion to make Mr. McKinley's 
nomination unanimous. 

Thomas C. Platt, on behalf of the state 
of New York, also seconded the motion 
to make Wiliiam McKinley's nomina- 
tion unanimous, and declared that New 
York would give its usual (if not double 
its usual) majority for the Republican 
candidate. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa also seconded 
the motion. The convention, he said, 
had elected a national committee to run 
the coming campaign, but it was not 
needed. 

Yielding to vociferous calls for a 
speech, Mr. Depew mounted his chair in 
the back part of the hall, and made a 
pleasant address. sr. 

Cries of “Quay” and “Mark Harina” 
were raised. Mr. Hanna, from the body 
of the hall, responded in a few words, 
which were almost inaudible in the con- 
clusion, pledging himself to take his 
place in the ranks and work for theelec- 
tion of McKinley. 

The chair put the question: “Shall the 
nomination be made unanimous?” and 
by a rousing vote it was so ordered. The 
chair announced that William McKinley 
of Ohio was the candidate of the Repub- 
lican party for President of the United 
States. 

Hobart For Vice President. 

It was 6:15 when Senator Lodge made 
the motion that the convention proceed 
to the nomination of a vice president, 
and that speeches be limited to five min- 
utes. There was so little interest in the 
second place, or so prevalent an appetite 
for dinner, that in five minutes the gal- 
leries had been deserted. 

Samuel Fessenden of Connecticut was 
recognized to nominate Governor Bulke- 
ley, but the convention had exhausted 
its enthusiasm so that the mention of 
the name of Mckinley failed to draw a 
handelap. * 

At the end of the five minutes the 
crowd called “Time” enthusiastically, 
and the rollcall proceeded until New 
Jersey was reached, when delegates be- 
gan to cry “Hobart.” General Hobart 
was named by Franklin Fort of Newark. 
The speech was loudly cheered, the New 
Yorkers joining with the New Jersey 
men in the nomination. J. O. Hum- 
phrey of Lilinols seconded Hobart's nom- 
ination, 

W. K. Allen of Rhode Island nomi- 
nated Charles W. Lippitt. 

Delegates from the southern states 
cheered when Tennessee was called, and 
W. M. Randolph presented the name of 
Henry C. Evans. Evans was seconded 
by a colored delegate, 8. E. Smith of 
Kentucky, Whose effort was loudly 
cheered Ex-Congressman Robert A. 
LaFollette of Wisconsin seconded 
Evans, srousing enthusiasm by his pre- 
diction that the party would gain in the 
south all it had lost in the west. 

Virginia presented the name of Gen- 
eral James A. Walker, the only Repub- 
lican member of congress from that 
state, who served in the Confederate 
army under Stonewall Jackson, who 
was nominated by D. F. Bailley of Vir- 
ginia. 

A. B. White of West Virginia spoke 
for Hobart. 

The rolleall began at 7:10. The ad- 
herents of Mr. Evans were very enthu- 
riastic, and loudly cheered every vote 
announced for him. When Pennsyl- 
vania cast her 64 votes for Hobart, his 
nomination was gained, and delegates 
began to leave. Pending the announce- 
ment of the vote, a resolution was 
adopted, making Chairman Thurston 
chairman of the committee to inform the 
presidential nominee of his election, and 
Temporary Chairman Fairbanks head of 
the committee to wait on the vice presi- 
“ant for the same purpose.

Hobart’s Career. 

Garrett A. Hobart was born at Leng 
Branch, N. J., in 1844. After having re- 
ceived a common school education he 
attended Rutger’s college, whence he 
was graduated at the ageof20. He took 
up the study of law, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1866. He was chosen city 
counsel of Paterson in May, 1871. The 
following year he was appointed coun- 
sel to the board of chosen freeholders, 
and at the end of his term declined a 
renomination. 

In 1872 Hobart was elected assembly- 
man, and was re-elected. In his second 
term he was elected speaker of the as- 
sembly. In 1875 he declined a renomi- 
nation, and in 1877 Passaic county sent 
him as its representative to the state 
senate. In 1879 he was re-elected, and 
by the largest majority his county had 
ever givn to any candidate for senator. 
Fe closed his career as a legislator in 
1881 and 1882, when he was the president 
of the senate. Hobart was the Repub- 
lican caucus nominee for United States 
senator in 1884, but the legislature was 
overwhelmingly Democratic on joint 
ballot, and John R. McPherson was 
elected. 

After serving one year as a Republi- 
can state committeeman, Mr, Hobart 
was elected chairman, in 1880, and con- 
tinued as chairman of the committee for 
11 years, resigning in 1891. He was New 
Jersey’s member of the Republican na- 
tional committee in 1884, and was elected 
vice chairman. 

Hobart was receiver of the New Jersey 
Midland railway, the Montclair railroad 
and the Jersey City and Albany line, and 
of the First National bank of Newark. 
He has managed the East Jersey Water 
company, is president of the Passaic 
Water company, Aquackanonk Water 
company, Paterson railway, Morris 
County Railroad company and Peoples’ 
Gas company. He ts director of several 
banks and many railroads, the Barbour 
Bros.’ Flax Spinning company, Pioneer 
Silk, Edison Electric Illuminating,Amer- 
ican Cotton Oil and a large number of 
other companies and corporations. He 
was recently the recipient of the degree 
of L.L. D. from Rutgers.

At McKinley's Home. 

Canton, O., Jume 19.—Major McKinley, 
when the news of his nomination was 
received, said to those within hearing: 
“Ohio has nominated me.” His next act 
was to turn to his wife and kiss her. 
He then gave the accustomed filial sa- 
lute to his aged mother. 

The scene at the McKinley home when 
the news came in is beyond the power 
of pen to describe. There was a hurrah 
from the immediate friends and the rep- 
resentatives of the press who had been 
keeping tabs on the doings of the con- 
vention. 

Soon there was a grand rush up North 
Market street to the home of the man 
who had just been chosen to lead one 
of the great parties, There was & race 
of grand proportions, and men, women 
and children vied with one another in 
getting there first. 

The street was filled with all sorts of 
vehicles and a motley throng. The mul- 
titude which came in the throng to offer 
congratulations to their esteemed fel- 
low-townsman and neighbor made no 
distinction as to class. There were 
thousands who had come from the shops 
at the sound of the news. 

Bands of music, drum corps, veterans 
of the G. A. R., members of the Na- 
tional Guard, political and other clubs, 
with transparencies and pictures of the 
major, were in the rush. 

Nothing would satisfy the people but 
the appearance of McKinley. He was 
greeted with wild cheers, and when a 
degree of quiet was reached, spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“My friends and fellow citizens: Iam 
greatly honored by this demonstration. 
Its non-partisan character forbids politi- 
cal discussion, and lappear only to make 
grateful acknowledgment to your ad- 
dress and congratulations. Iam not in- 
different to the pleasure you exhibit at 
the news just received from the Repub- 
lican national convention. For days 
your interest has been centered upon St. 
Louis, and your presence in such vast 
numbers testifies to your personal good 
will, as well as your gratification with 
the work there done. Your cordial as- 
surances are all the more appreciated by 
me because they come from my fellow 
citizens, men of all parties, my neigh- 
bors, my former constituents and my fel- 
low comrades, with whom I have lived 
almost a lifetime, and who have honored 
me over and over again with important 
public trusts. 

“Your warm words are reciprocated, 
and will be long remembered. Many of 
those around me have not always agreed 
with me, nor I with them, touching poll- 
tical questions, but it is pleasant as I 
look into your faces to recall that in all 
the years of the past there has never 
been a moment of time when you have 
withheld from me your friendship, your 
encouragement and your confidence. 

“You have always been most gener- 
ously loyal, and my heart is full of grati- 
tude to you all.”

PARIS ARCHITECTURAL STUDIOS. 


American Students Find Congenial Quar- 
ters In Private Classes, 

The number of Americans who are 
studying architecture at I’Ecole des 
Beaux Arts, in Paris, is increasing annu- 
ally, and they have already become premi- 
nent by reason of theirapplication and the 
high stand many of them take. There has 
been little jealousy on the part of their 
French fellow students—so little, in fact, 
that the American contingent found a 
prize, which is known as the ‘Prix de 
Reconnaissance des Architectes Ameri- 
cains,’’ competition for which is expressly 
limited to Frenchmen. It was founded in 
graceful and grateful recognition of the 
sympathetic interest with which the school 
has welcomed Aierican students 

There are, however, two obstacles to the 
study of architecture by Americans at the 
school. The first isthe language; the sec- 
ond, the length of the course leading to 
the government diploma, generally six 
years—in a few cases, five. 

Both of these obstacles are removed in 
greater part by the establishment 80 
called ‘‘studios,’’ presided over by gradu- 
ates of the school in the actual practice of 
their professions in Paris, who know Eng- 
lish, and who coach afew students on the 
course required at the school, and often en- 
able them to get over the ground more 
rapidly. 

Admission to these studios is made a 
matter of favor, no one being admitted 
without good introduction.

At the present moment Germany, 
France, Italy,Austria, Holland, Belgium 
and the United States wish to co-operate 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of the joint standard by international 
agreement, and Great Britain has, with- 
in three months, made a most important 
concession. She has said, “We will do 
for you as much as you can do for your- 
self! We will make this great contribu- 
tion to a bi-metallicsystem. We will go 
back upon deliberately arranged meth- 
ods of providing a currency for India. 
We will reopen the Indian mints. We 
will engage that they shall be kept open 
and we shall therefore provide for a free 
coinage of silver within the limits of the 
British empire for a population greater 
in number than tht popuitations of Ger- 
many, France and America put to- 
gether.” 

“Into this long—and just about to be 
successful—struggle for the establish- 
ment for the joint standard, it is pro- 
posed that we should intervene by as- 
suming to establish it alone. Against 
this proposed action on our part, these 
earnest believers in the workers for the 
cause strenuously protest. They say to 
us, you cannot succeed and your failure 
will discredit the cause! 

“Whether these differences can be 
reconciled, it is impossible to anticipate. 
The Democratio party stands for prin- 
ciples, desirable to be maintained for the 
good of the country. Most any sacrifice 
might be asked of Democrats for the 
sake of the party and they would cheer- 
fully make it. But if the delegates frem 
this locality should go to that convention 
and represent that the rank and file of 
the party would follow the lead of our 
southern brethren and vote for the free 
coinage of silver by the United States 
alone, they would be misrepresenting the 
state of public opinion here. And the 
same feeling of indisposition to com- 
promise with the matter for votes or 
anything else is as active and dominant 
here in our party as it was found in the 
Republican party when it bore down and 
overpowered the McKinley peaches 

“Personally it is my opilMion that if 
the Democratic party goes on that plat- 
form at this time they will meet the most 
disastrous defeat that any party has ever 
had in this country. I understand it 
is honestly believed in, and people think 
it will bring relief from their present 
troubles, but between now and election 
day it will be pretty thoroughly sifted 
and the people of this country will not 
face the disturbance of value, the loss 
of confidence, the general distress and 
ruin which would come to their business 
interests in such a change in their stand- 
ard of value as would arise from such 
action. And it will, in my opinion,over- 
whelm the persons who undertake it. 

“It ought not to be necessary for me to 
say anything of a personal nature. I 
find myself, however, spoken of here 
and there as a possible candidate; not 
very seriously or promigently, but suf- 
ficiently to attract attanhan: if I should 
fail to notice it. It sometime affeets 
one’s influence in cases like the present. 
I have no personal motive in entering 
tnis fight. I have said that I would not 
be a candidate™ I will add, copying the 
emphatic language once used by the 
late General Sherman (I think I remem- 
ber it correctly) ‘I will not run if nom- 
inated, nor serve if elected.’ 

“I am not foolish enough to suppose AGENT FOR THE 
that any eastern man could be nom- = 
inated by this convention—much less 
that I could. I sympathize thoroughly 
with the feeling in the south that has 
caused this uprising, and will find its 
expression at Chicago, but as to the 
principle, which the uprising has 
brought forth, and the issues being 
framed, I entirely disagree.” 


IS FACING DISRUPTION 


Democratic Party Receives Another 
Warning From Whitney. 


Free Silver Coinage Means 
Panic and Misery. 


Incidentally Mentions That He Has No Presi- 
dential Aspirations. 


New York, June 22.—Ex-Secretary of 
the Navy Whitney yesterday made the 
following personal statement: 

“I find it necessary to make a public 
statement embodying my views on the 
situation, to correct misconceptions and 
save time now occupied in answering 
questions. Far too much importance 
has been attached to my decision to go 
to the Chicago convention. I have been 
practically out of politics for four years, 
and there are now many eastern Demo- 
crats who can do much more than I can 
for the party. I shall not assume any 
position of leadership. My decision to 
stay was simply based on the duty of 
every person who believs in the party 
for its principles, to stay by and lend his 
aid and take chances when the great 
crisis is upon the Democratic party. 

“Fundamental differences of princi- 
ples exist inside of the party, marked 
almost by sectional lines, The great 
question, to my mind, is whether the 
party meets in convention now as in 
1860, with issues and differences that are 
for the moment irreconcilable, For the 
past 15 years leaders of public opinion in 
the south and west have been advocating 
as the great remedy for existing ills, 
the free coinage of silver at 16 to1, with 
or without the co-operation of other na- 
tions,

It is deemed 
a new doctrine when proposed to be in- 
corporated into the platform of the na- 
tional Democracy. It is true that in no 
previous platform of the party can it 
specifically be found. Consequently no 
party obligations heretofore assumed 
oblige them to subscribe to it. Under 
these circumstances, if the results of the 
Democratic convention should be to es- 
tablish as the issue of this campaign the 
free coinage of silver at a ratio of 15 to 
1, independent of other nations, in in- 
tensity of ling likely to arise, it is to 
be seriou apprehended that a dis- 
ruption of the Democratic party might 
occur, Certainly no substantial follow- 
ing could be secured for the doctrine 
among eastern Democrats. 

“This movement for free coinage pur- 
ports to have for its object the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of gold and 
silver, as the money of the country, 
upon equal terms with each other, and 
at a parity of purchasing power. If, 
by the proposed measure, that object 
could be secured, there would be no 
substantial disagreement in the party. 
Every national Democratic platform 
that has heretofore spoken upon the 
subject has declared for both gold and 
silver money. It is our traditional 
policy. But the maintenance of the 
double standard at the present time is 
not a question of desire, it is a question 
of ability. ‘The commercial value of sil- 
ver has declined greatly in the markets 
of the world. 

“Whatever the causes are, and who- 
ever is to blame, the fact is that silver 
has declined, and free coinage now at 16 
to 1 is the same as our offering for all 
the silver in the world about twice what 
it is selling for in the market. Inter- 
national exchanges have to be paid in 
gold. And it would seem plain that if 
we, under these conditions, open our 
mints to the free coinage of silver and 
gold at a ratio of comparative value, 
which is largely at variance with the 
commercial value ef the two metals, 
we must take the entire silver surplus 
ourselves, maintain its parity with gold, 
or else we shall go to a silver basis. 

“France, in 1873, closed her mints 
against silver and abandoned this ex- 
periment, deeming herself unequal to 
the task alone, and at that time it was 
much less difficult, for silver was then 
eat par with gold at the ratio in use, and 
even England's mints in India were 
open to the free coinage of silver. If 
the experiment of maintaining the par- 
ity of the two metals at a coinage stand- 
ard was difficult then, it would seem to 
be positively hopeless now without in- 
ternational agreement. It is not the 
pint standard, with the purchasing 
power of the dollars at parity with each 
other, but it is changing from one stand- 
ard te another, and that change being 
to a depreciated coin. 

“And it is also felt, aside from the 
absence of any Democratic principle to 
sustain it, that you cannot have sucha 
disturbance of value, as would come 
from changing from a gold toa silver 
basis, without such a Shock to confi. 
dence, the hoarding of gold and ec 
traction of your available 
medium, as would bring, in DO 
of our people, the worst ae ee 
tress we have ever seen in this co ae 
nr poe S$ country.

RUSSELL IS OUT OF IT. 


Does Not Want to Be the Democratic 
Presidential Candidate, 


Will Aid Whitney In Fight 
For Sound Money. 


Talk With Judge Corcoran on the Prospects at 
Chicago Convention. 


Boston, June 25.—Ex-Governor Will- 
fam E. Russell is not a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for the presi- 
dency. He expects that none but free 
coinage Democrats will hold sway at 
Chicago, and instead of being a candi- 
date himself he intends to go to the con- 
vention in response to the call of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and fight side by side 
with ViHam C. Whitney of New York, 
in favor of a strong financial platform. 

This determination on the part of Mas- 
sachusetts’ popular ex-governor was ar- 
rived at yesterday, and an official state- 
ment signed by himself was given to the 
press. In this statement he recites that 
the coming campaign is one of issues 
rather than men, and that after the call 
of President Cleveland and the decisive 
and determined stand taken by ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney, he can see no other con- 
Wition than to divorce himself from the 
pbligations of candidacy and go to Chi- 
sago to fight the free silver heresy. 


WILLIAM E. RUSSELL. 

He announces in his statement, after 
thanking the party in the state for their 
loyalty and support, that under no condl- 
tions does he desire to press his candida- 
cy, and so withdraws, He expresses the 
hope that the country will repudiate all 
financial heresies and that a sound 
money plank will follow. 

Judge Corcoran, the ex-governor’s right 
hand political friend, was seen by a re- 
porter last evening. He said: 

“The governor has repeatedly stated 
to me that he had grave doubts as to 
whether he ought to allow his name to 
be presented to the Chicago convention 
insisting at all times that the platfoim 
was of greater consequence than the can- 
didate. A demand will be made that will 
require his attendance at the conven- 
tion, and one of the delegates from his 
district will retire in his favor. 

“Mr. Russell recently announced that 
he was in favor of Mr. Whitney as a 
candidate, but the latter’s recent with- 
drawal in order to look out for the in- 
terests of the sound money people has 
met with Mr. Russell's approval and led 
him to adoptalike course. He will unite 
with Mr. Whitney.” 


JOHN W. CORCORAN. 
“Has Mr. Russell expressed any views 
in regard to another candidate?” 
“As far as I know he has no personal 


preference, but his political interest will 
be in the selection of a man who will 
stand for a sound money platform that 
will commend itself to the business and 
financial interests of the country.” 

“How will the fight at Chicago be 
made?” 

“The fight hinges on the insertion of 
the gold plank in the platform, and will 
be made by direct appeals to the judg- 
ment and conscience of the assembled 
delegates. In fact, Mr. Russell will ad- 
yocate such a platform as will be up- 
held by Massachusetts and New York.” 

“What course will be adopted by the 
Massachusetts delegation, it having 
been instructed for Russell?” 

“In view of the decision not to have 
his name presented, the delegates will 
go to Chicago ready to do what seems 
best for the interests of the party, in 
policy and principle.” 

“Do you think the Massachusetts votes 
can be thrown solidly for another candi- 


date?” 
“IJ dp not think that any man has the

control OF the Massachusetts votes, put 
no doubt they will be overwhelmingly 
in favor of any man recognized as the 
embodiment of honest Democratic prin- 
ciples. Details are not of so much con- 
sequence as results. The Republicans 
have calculated by their nomination, to 
capture the votes of the eastern gold 
men, and the western silverites. Mc- 
Kinley is a silver man on a gold plat- 
form.” 


Hobart’s Popularity. 

Paterson, N. J., June 23.—This city 
turned out in a body last night to do 
honor to Garrett A. Hobart. Neverinits 
history has such a demonstration been 
held. The entire city was a mass of 
bunting and flags; red fire and fireworks 
were burned throughout the night, and 
the people cheered as they never cheered 
Lefore. One of the features of the dem- 
onstration was a parade, in which 10,- 
c00 men were in line, Including societies 
of every order, labor, military, political 
and wheelmen. The line of march was 
taken up at the armory, where a recep- 
tion had been held earlier in the even- 
ing, and about which a dense mass of 
citizens had congregated, and from there 
the procession moved to Mr. Hobart's 
residence, where it was reviewed by the 
gentleman in whose honor it was started. 
Among the others who spoke was Mr. 
Hobart himself, and he declared that 
even though defeat come to him,he would 
be satisfied, because of the grand dem 
onstrtion the nomination had made 
it possible to hold. He was presented 
with two magnificent floral horseshoes, 
each 15 feet high. 


Under Altgeld’s Thumb. 

Peoria, Ills., June 23.—Populism has 
complete mastery of the Illinois Democ- 
racy. The state convention will resolve 
in favor of “the equal rights of gold and 
silver coinage at a ratio of 16 to1,” and 
will instruct the delegates to Chicago 
to vote as a unit in favor of sucha prop- 
osition. A resolution will also be pre- 
sented, favoring a constitutional amend- 
ment so that a graduated income tax 
can be levied by the government. A re- 
nomination of Governor Altgeld on such 
a platform will follow as a matter of 
course. There has probably never been 
a state convention where one man’s con- 
trol was as firm as that which Altgeld 
has over Illinois’ Democ re its. 


Gold Men In Minority. 

Indianapolis, June 23.—The Democrats 
of Indiana are gathering in great num- 
bers for the state convention. Itis prob- 
able that two days will be devoted to the 
convention. Free silver will carry, and 
the platform will be very strong favoring 
free and unlimited, immediate and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16tol. The Free silver delegates will in- 
clude 1500 of the 1747 delegates, the major- 
ity of the gold standard element coming 
from Indianapolis. The prospects are 
that B. F. Shively of South Bend wifl be 
nominated for gove rnor. 


Gold In Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee, June 23.—The chances are 
that the Democratic state convention 
will adopt a gold platform by a majority 
of two to one, although there are many 
delegates who favor silence on the sub- 
ject and still more who want a silver 
plank. Few of the delegates are here 
yet. Some of the delegates will doubt- 
less be for silver, but under the unit rule 
they will probably be smothered. 


- Money Question Ignored. 

Boston, June 23.— After one of the 
most protracted contests in the history 
of the Tenth congressional district, the 
Democrats succeeded in electing dele- 
gates to the Chicago convention. J. J. 
Nawn and Fred S. Gore were elected 
delegates, and William P. Olcott and 
Patrick E. McDonald alternates. No 
action was taken on the money ques- 
tion, 


Over the Fence. 

Little Rock, June 23.—The Prohibi 
tlonists of Arkansas have severed their 
connection with the “Narrow Gauge” 
Prohibitionists and joined the “Broad 
Gauge” national party. An address 
has been issued to the Prohibitionists 
of the state,advising them to support the 
new organization, 


Carr Doesn't Wa Want It. 

Raieigh, June 23.—Julian S. Carr, to 
whom was conceded the Democratic 
nomination for governor by the state 
convention, which meets Thursday next, 
has declined to allow his name to go 
before the convention, for family and 
business reasons. 


Ryan Defeats Maber. 

Buffalo, June 23.—Tommy Ryan and 
“Shadow” Maber fought at the Lyceum 
theter last night. It was to have been 
a 20-round battle. Maber welghed 152 
pounds and Ryan 147. Ryan had the 
best of the fight from the start, but Ma- 
ber did some clever work. In the ninth, 
Ryan played repeatedly for Maber’s kid- 
neys and landed half a dozen times. 
Finally a hard blow doubled Maber up, 
and he gave up the fight. 


Academy Gym Burned. 

Lawrence, Mass., June 23.—The gym- 
nasium of Phillips academy on Cemetery 
hill, Andover, was totally destroyed by 
fire early this morning. Loss, $20,000. 
The fire was undoubtedly of incendiary 
origin. Frank Norris, the janitor, who 
slept in the building, narrowly escaped 
being burne -d to de path. 


Fought In Earnest. 

Berlin, June 23.—A duel was fought 
yesterday at Kummersdorf, near Ber- 
lin, between Lieutenant Buch of the 
Ninth regiment and Lieutenant Lueh- 
ring of the Sixth regiment. The weapons 
used were pistols. Lieutenant Lueh- 
ring was shot and almost instantly 
killed. 


Eight Thousand Out of Work. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 23. — Notices 
were yesterday posted at all collieries 
of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
company in this region that work is dis- 
continued until further notice. This, 
the officials say, means until July 1.

Dr. Sharpless Thus Passes 
on Durgin’s Malt, 


Th Whole Question to Decide, Is 
It a Beverage ? 


Judge Humphrey Finds Mr, Durgin 
Guilty and He Appeals. 


The against A. G. Durgin of 
Quincy, for keeping a common liquor 
nuisance came up in the Quincy court to- 
day. Louis A. Cook, Esq., of Weymouth 
appeared for the government and J. W. 
McAnarney for the defence. 

Henry H. Faxon was the first witness. 
Ile testified to buying Durgin’s malt ex- 
tract at his store. Asked for another kind 
but took Dargin’s, Sent it to Mr. Sharpless 
and had it analyzed. Bought some May 
16 and paid 17 cents per bottle. May 9 
from 200 to 250 bottles of the extract were 
displayed in the show window. He started 
to read a memorandum of the placard with 
the bottle but there was objection. As 
near as he could remember it said ‘* Dar- 
gin’s Malt Extract, 17 cents per bottle,

Once Head of the Treasury. 

New York, June 23. — Benjamin H. 
Bristow, the lawyer and former secre- 
tary of the treasury, dled at his home 
here yesterday of peritonitis. He was 
born in Elkton, Ky., in 1833. He be- 
came a prominent lawyer in the state. 
In 1861 he entered the Union army asa 
major, and was in the battles of Fort 
Donelson and Shiloh, at the latter of 
which he was wounded. He was ap- 
pointed United States district attorney 
about the close of the war. When the 
office of solicitor general was created, 
he was appointed to the position, or- 
ganized the office, and, during the ab- 
sence of the attorney general, per 
formed his duties, and filled his place in 
cabinet meetings. When Mr. Richard- 
son resigned his position as secretary 
of the treasury, under President Grant, 
the vacancy was filled by the accept- 
ance of the position by Mr. Bristow, on 
June 4, 1874. His career as secretary of 
the treasury isa matter of history. After 
his retirement from office he resumed 
his law practice

MRS. FLEMING FREED, 


Jury Concluded That She Did Not Kill 
Her Mother by Poison, 


Judge Goff Delivers an Im- 
partial Charge. 
Accused Woman Deeply Touched at Announce- 
ment of Verdict. 


New York, June 24.—The Fleming case 
was given to the jury at 1:25 yesterday 
afternoon, end at midnight they were 
still locked up. Twice they sent to the 
court for information, but nothing in- 
dicating how they stood developed. At 
midnight there were various rumors 
afloat. One had it that eight were for 
acquittal and four for conviction. An- 
other report was that the jury stood five 
for conviction, four for acquittal and 
three non-commital. 

At 12:51 o'clock the jury filed into court 
and took their seats. Mrs. Fleming en- 
tered the room a minute later, dressed 
in black, and with a deathlike pallor in 


her face. She seated herself alongside 
of the lawyers’ table, appeared very 
nervous and plied her fan vigorously. 


“Gentlemen of the jury,” said Recorder 
Goff, “have you agreed upon a verdict?” 

“We have,” said Foreman Poor. “We 
find the defendant not guilty.” 

Matron Smith of the Tombs prison, 
who sat next to Mrs. Fleming, was the 
first one to congratulate Mrs. Fleming 
on her acquittal. Warden Van de Carr 
of the Tombs was in court at the time, 
and appt 1 ple hen he heard the 
verdict

“Mrs. Fleming,” said he, “has beena 
model prisoner, and we all believed in 
her innocence,’ 

Florence Bliss, Mrs. Fleming’s half- 


sister, a number of reporters, men and 
women, and some of Mrs. Fleming’s 
friends, rushed forward when the ver- 
dict was announced, all eager to grasp 


her hand and congratulate her upon the 
acquittal. 

When the verdict was announced, Mrs 
Fieming med deeply touched, and 
buried her face in her hands. Later 
she got up and thanked the jury. 

Recorder Goff, in charging the jury, 
said that the defendant was indicted 
for murder in the first degree in having 
administered to her mother, Mrs. Bliss, 
a dose of poison, which the indictment 
described as arsenicand antimony. The 
indictment further charged that the pol- 
son was administered with intent to kill.

‘he recorder detined for the jury what 
was meant by murder in the first and 
second degree and manslaughter in the 


first and second degree. 

“It devolves upon the prosecutor to 
show in this case,"" said he, “that Mrs. 
Biiss died of poison, and secondly that 
this defendant gave it to her, or caused 
it to be given to her with a knowledge 
that it was poison, and with intent to 
kill.” 

“If you find,” said he, “that this de- 
fendant mixed arsenic or antimony, or 
both, in a can of clam chowder, and that 
she wilfully and knowingly sent that 
chowder to the deceased, it would neces- 
sarily follow under the rule of law that 
she must be accountable for the effect 
produced by these poisons, because the 
effect of arsenic and antimony are with- 
in the ordinary and common knowledge 
of every person.” 

Mr. Brooke took several objections to 
the charge.

Wisconsin For Sound Money. 

Milwaukee, June 24.—Free silver de- 
veloped unexpected strength “in the 
Democratic state convention yesterday. 
Until within three weeks the gold stan- 
dard adherents were supposed to over- 
whelmingly be in the majority in the 
Wisconsin Democracy, but when the 
test vote came on the adoption of the 
minority and majority reports from the 
committee on resolutions the silver 
men were found to number 128 of the 345 
delegates in the convention.

to the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver and in favor of gold, the highest mon- 
etary standard of the world.”

We believe that the bimetallism, which 
has done the work of the world since the 
dawn of civilization, and which was

to one ounce of gold of equal fineness, 
with full fegal tender power to each 
without waiting for or depending on any 
other nation on earth; and the dele- 
gates from this convention to the na- 
tional Democratic convention are in- 
structed to use all honorable means to 
secure a declaration by said convention, 
and to support only such men for the 
presidency as are in full and pronounced 
mpathy with these principles. Wa 
are also opposed to the contraction of the 
currency by the redemption of any part 


of the outstanding treasury notes. We 
favor a tariff for revenue only, and de- 
clare that the government should collect 


no more taxes than necessary to defray

We are unalterably opposed to revival 
of any such monstrosity tn legislation as 
| the act of congress which was known as 
the McKinley law, which for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1894, produced a 
deticit in the nited States treasury of 
$70,000,000, under which wages were 
greatly lowered, and which gave proprie- 
tors a monopoly, while it permitted them 
to fill their shops with the cheapest kind 
of cheap labor brought from all parts of 
| the earth

SOME LIVELY DODGING 


To Keep Out of the Range of a United 
States Revenue Cutter, 


Two Blanks and a Solid Shot 
For the Commodore. 


She May Now Be on Her Way to Cuba With 
Supplies For Insurgents. 


Tampa, Fla., June 26.—The steamer 
Commodore cleared yesterday for 
Charleston. She was instructed not to 
sail without reporting to Captain 
Thomas Hanks of the revenue cutter 
McLane. Yesterday afternoon the 
Commodore weighed anchor and went 
down the bay. The McLane signalled 
twice for her to stop. She did not do so, 
and the McLane fired a blank shot, but 
still got no answer. A second blank 
was then fired, with a like result. A 
sglid shot was then fired, and the shot 
missed the Commodore by about seven 
feet. The boat stopped suddenly, and 
was boarded by the revenue men and 
found to be all right. She then went 
down the bay. About five miles out she 
was boarded by two sloops. When 
about 12 miles away the McLane gave 
chase and pursued. Neither have been 
heard from since. 

The expectation was to leave here last 
night, under Augusta Armas, one of the 
leaders of the ill-fated Bermuda expedi- 
tion. The sloop loaded in this city with 
ammunition and supplies Wednesday 
night. The men were prevented from 
boarding her then by the vigilance of 
of the Spanish consul. The Commodore 
was to meet the steamer City of Rich- 
mond of the Key West and Miami line 
and get a large cargo of arms and am- 
munition. They were to meet near Cape 
Sable, where the Commodore was to also 
geta large quantity of arms buried there. 
The Richmond left Key West with munlt- 
tions at 4 o’clock Tuesday morning. Her 
leaving time was 5 o'clock usually, 50 
all regular passengers were left. 

The steamer m@ the McLane and the 
Commodore yesterday afternoon on her 
way into port, and reported both making 
for sea. When the Commodore arrived 
here Tuesday, she had just returned 
from where she had landed an expedi- 
tion picked up off St. Johns bar, under 
command of Julian Zaraga, another of 
the Bermuda leaders. The McLane will 
probably watch the Commodore and pre- 
vent the trasfer of the cargo, or catch 
her afterward and return to port,

The roll of ‘‘ Our Dead’? now numbers 
eighteen. Since our last Memorial Day, 
three names bave been added to the list, as 
follows: 

GeorGE L. Gitt, P. G., who died 
Dec. 16, 1895. He was born in Hingham, 
but was long a resident of Quincy. He 
joined our order, I think, at the institution 
of Mt. Wollaston lodge, July 18, 1845. He 
was made N. G. in January, 1850, and was 
an active member until the surrender of its 
charter. His love for the order never 
ceased to exist, and in 1SS4 he was a peti- 
tioner for the reinstitution of the lodge, 
being a charter member, also treasurer for 
several years. Words of mine cannot 
represent his character as faithfully and 
vividly as it exists in your minds today. 
Though the cares of a busy life, and in- 
creasing years caused his attendance at 
meetings to be less constant than formerly, 
yet special occasions always found him 
ready to aid and attend, while by conversa- 
tion and inquiries he manifested his in- 
terest and kept well informed as to the 
affairs of the lodge. 

Bro. WiLL1AM GRAGG, died March 22, 
1896. He was initiated into Odd Feilow- 
ship on the occasion of the reinstitution of 
Mt. Wollaston lodge, March 10, 1884, and 
continued a faithful member until his 
death. Being of a retiring disposition he

SEALED UP FOREVER. 


Probable Fate of the Victims of the Pittston 
Mine Disaster. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 20.—The situa- 
tion at the scene of the Pittston mine 
disaster remains practically unchanged. 
The company is making every possible 
effort to reach the victims, but there is 
absolutely no hope that any of them will 
be recovered alive. The friends and rel- 
atives of the entombed men have 
haunted, day and night, the head of the 
shaft, hoping against hope that some of 
the rescuing party may bring up a word 
of cheer. 

The rescuing party that went into the 
shaft yesterday morning returned at ¢ 
o'clock last evening, and as they jumped 
from the carriage, the forman said: “No 
hope of rescue as yet.” 

Later on, it was learned that the situa- 
tion inside is changing almost hourly, 
owing to the continuous caving or 
“squeezing,” and on this account, noth- 
ing whatever can be told as to when the 
men can be reached. 

The rescuing party are working their 
way to the point where they propose to 
start digging today. They still con- 
tinue to timber as they go, and their 
work !s most dangerous. 

Henry MeMillan, inside foreman of 
the Barnum mine, who went into the pit 
yesterday afternoon to make a careful 
survey, says that in his belief the cay- 
ing will continue more or less for a 
week. The fall is immense, and the 
progress of the diggers, when they com- 
mnenced to dig, will depend entirely on 
the solidity of the fall. 

Prominent mine officials from all parts 
of this section are on the scene, dis- 
cussing the disaster. A conference was 
held, at which reports were made to the 
effect that the fall is the largest ever 
known to any miner in the valley. 
Water has been running into the shaft 
since Sunday, and the quantity is pour- 
ing in increased yolume. If, as is 
feared, the water has filled the place in 
which the bodies of the victims are, it 
will be impossible to remove the bodies 
from the mine. 


Burying the Past. 

London,June 30.—Inspired by the cere- 
mony of the laying of the cornerstone 
of the John Robinson Memorial church 
at Gainsborough yesterday, The Chron- 
icle this morning has a long article on 
the visit to England of the American 
pilgrims and the influence which the 
original pilgrims and their descendants 
have exercised upon the history of 
America. The Chronicle’s article con- 
cludes as follows: It is, therefore, a 
source of genuine satisfaction to us In 
Old Englarid to welcome our pilgrim 
guests, to forget with them the crimes 
and follies of the past, which separate 
them from us, and to remember the com- 
mon traditions and common faith which 
we hope will ever unite in close bonds 
peoples who are made to be helpmeets 
in the great task of human civilization.” 


Concerning the Ancients. 

London, June 30.—The Daily Tele- 
graph, this morning, has a long article 
on the visit of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery company of Boston to 
England, regarding which it says: 
The fact that the company has permis- 
Sion to enter these islands as an armed 
body is itself a token of the pleasure 
with which the realm is ready to re- 
ceive them. No greater privilege could 
be accorded them, and it must be re- 
garded as a very emphatic sign of the 
national satisfaction at this auspicious 
visit, which is full of a happy promise 
of that day, which will at some junc- 
ture come, when a great crisis will call 
the peoples of the Anglo-Saxon race and 
language to close up, and stand fast for 
the peace, progress and liberty of the 
world. 

At One Cent a Mile. 

St. Paul, June 30.—Chairman Flower 
of the committee on transportation for 
the Grand Army encampment, has about 
completed all arrangements as to rates 
over all the railroads in the United 
States. A rate of one fare for the round 
trip, with 30-day limit, has been made 
in the territory of the Trunk Line as- 
sociation, taking in all territory east of 
Buffalo and Pittsburg to the seaboard, 
as far east as Boston. The Minneapolis, 
St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie railway, or 
what is known as the Soo line, reaching 
New England and other eastern points, 
has named a rate of l cent a mile, with 
a 30-day limit. General Flower and his 
associates on the committee consider 
the rates much lower than are usually 
made for encampments. 


Funeral Postponed. 

Pittsburg, June 30.—G. A. Page, cash- 
ler of the Equitable Life Insurance 
company, was jailed last night by the 
coroner, on the charge of having brought 
about his wife’s death by a criminal 
operation. Mrs. Page died on Sunday, 
and the funeral procession was just 
about starting for the station to take 
the remains to New York when the 
coroner appeared, made the arrest, took 
possession of the corpse, and ordered an 
autopsy. The inquest will be held on 
Thursday. 


Chili's New President. 

Valparaiso, June 30.—Frederic Er- 
rajuriz has been elected president of 
Chil. He was nominated by the Liberal 
party, which is opposed to the Balmaced- 
ists. He was born in 1849. His father 
was once president of Chill. The new 
president is a man of large fortune, 
Under Balmaceda he was minister of 
justice, and under Maciver’s admin- 
istration he was minister of war. At 
the present time he is a senator. 


Jumped the Track. 

Cornwall, Ont., June 30.—The after- 
noon east bound Grand Trunk mail 
train jumped the track about four miles 
east of here, every car being derailed. 
There were about 60 passengers on 
Board, none of whom, nor any of the 
train hands, received injuries. They 
were frightened and shaken up, but that 
was all. The accident was caused by 
the breaking of one of the axles of the 
tender. 


Nine Years For Burden Robbers. 


New York, June 30.—Judge Cowing, 
in the court of general sessions yester- 
day, sentenced William Turner and 


William Robert Dunlop to nine years} 


each in state prison, on their plea of 
guilty of stealing $60,000 worth of 
jewelry from I. T. Burden. 


e Newfoundland Homes In Ruins. 

St. John’s, N. F., June 30.—Forest fires 
here have ravaged Botwoodville and 
Pilley’s island, destroying 20 Lomes at 
the former place and 35 at the latter, 
including the courthouse, Methodist 
church and residences, and the pyrites 
mine. 


Judge Flint for Senator. 


The friends of Hon. James H Flint of 
Weymouth are beginning to urge upon 
the district his candidacy for the Senate 
from the 1st Norfolk district. 

Judge Flint has been approached upon 
the matter, and signified his willingness to 
accept the nomination if his friends desire 
to give itto him. 

Judge Flint has just closed bis third 
year in the General Court as the repre- 
sentative from the Quincy-Weymouth 
district, and has during that time served on 
the committees on probate and insolvency 
and street railways, and bas for the past 
two years been chairman of the latter com- 
mittee. 

Itis admitted throughout the district 
that the nomination belongs to a Wey- 
mouth man this year, and the Republican 
voters of that town feel that Judge Flint is 
the man. 

It has been customary in the past to 
swap the nomination from town to town 
in the district, giving each town two years 
to send its candidate. It is now some 
years since Weymouth had a turn at it, 
and if the Weymouth Republicans can 
agree upon a candidate it is understood 
that there will be no opposition to her 
claim for recognition, 

There isa feeling among the leading 
Republican of Weymouth that the party 
can be unitedon Judge Flint, and that 
there will be no opposition to his nomina- 
tion.—Globe,

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Vegetation Progressing Finely but 
More Rain Would Be Welcomed. 


Ground In the North Is Par- 
ticularly Dry. 


Bouthern States Favored With Shewery 
Weather and Moist Ground. 


Boston, June 30.—The New England 
section of the United States agricultural 
bureau issues the following bulletin: 

The week ending June 29 has given 
cloudy, showery weather in southern 
New Englgnd, and fair weather, with 
only light showers and with cool nights 
in northern. In central and northwest- 
ern districts the ground Is getting very 
dry again, and although no crops are 
seriously suffering, a good rain would 
advance them all. Crops are all in a 
flourishing condition. The prospect for 


most fruits, both large and small, is 
very good. Vegetable gardens are 
flourishing, and the crops that have 
been harvested are of good quality. 


Hoeing has been pushed along, and is 
well under way. Some grass has been 
tut, but the work is not general yet. 
Grass is growing well on rich lands and 
meadows, but not maturing fast. The 
crop promises light, but better than 
was anticipated a short time ago, 

There have been marked changes in 
temperature in Maine during the week, 
and on the whole slightly cooler than 
usual. Correspondents in Oxford county 
report corn backward, and other crops 
growing slowly, but generally every- 
thing is making good progress—some 
say the best growing week of the sea- 
son. Grass is growing on most fields. 
Fastures need rain. Potatoes are ir- 
regular, but on the whole looking well. 
Grain looks very promising. Black- 
berries have blossomed full, but some 
say they were badly winter killed. In 
Oxford county, farmers are reporting 
a serious damage to the apple crop from 
the May frosts 

The weather in New 
been generally favorable, but it is get- 
ting too dry tor the best growth of most 
crops. Pastures begin to show the want 
of rain, and many report that grass in 
fields will grow but little more unless 
rain comes right aw Grass and 
grain are maturing fast. The hay crop 
generally reported light. but some 
say it is better than was expected. A 
correspondent in Cheshire county states

that raspberries begin to ripen, but will 
not be very plenty. There are a good 
many blueberries, and blackberries are 
fruiting well. Currants promise a good 
crop. The apple prospect growing 
poor in Sullivan and they are 
now dropping badly in Belknap county. 
Potatoes are looking finely. Corn and 
oats have made a good growth. 

The past week has been very dry and 
dusty in Vermont, with only a light 
sprinkle of rain in any section. All cor- 
respondents report that rain is much 
needed. A very light frost was ex- 
perienced in Addison county on the 
morning of the 23d, but no damage has 
been reported. Some hay is being cut, 
as it is practically matured on old fields. 
On new land and rich meadows it is 
gaining well yet. Corn is rather back- 
ward, but is of good color and doing well 
now. Oats are short, but good color. 
One correspondent reports that it is 
too dry fo apples, and they are drop- 
ping badly. 

About one-half inch of rain fell in 
southeastern Massachusetts on the 28th, 
doing much good to crops on mellow 
land, and helping fields and pastures to 
some extent. In other sections of the 
state the ground is getting too dry, al- 
though crops have grown well during 
the past week. Haying has begun toa 
limited extent, and the crop, though 
light, is better than was expected earlier 
in the season. The days have been 
warm, but the nights a little cool. Corn 
is improving, but is still small for the 
season. All spring grains promise well, 
Early planted potatoes are in blossom, 
and show a good stand of vines. Toma- 
toes are growing finely. Tobacco is 
holding its own, and looks well. Apples 
are hanging on well in western counties. 
Blueberries and blackberries are setting 
for a good crop. Low bush blueberries 
are getting ripe. Currants are late, but 
are showing up well. Early peas are 
quite plenty, and of extra qu lity. Fruit 
trees are making good growth. 

A little grass has been cut in Rhode 
Island during the week, but as yet no 
great amount of haying has been done. 
Though a little dry in places in this 
State, the top of the ground has been 
moistened by light to moderate showers,

county, 


and all crops are growing well. Hoeing 
is well along. Potatoes are looking well. 
Wild berries are unusually plentiful, 


and are ripening early. 

Cloudy, showery weather has pre- 
vailed for the most part in Connecticut, 
and all crops have made a good growth. 
One correspondent reports the ground 
unusually moist for this season. The 
nights at the first of the week were a 
little cool for corn, and that plant is 
still somewhat backward, yet growing 
well. Pastures are good, and grass on 
lowlands is improving. Haying has 
been hindered by the cloudy weather 
but the work will be general this week. 
Moeing has been pushed along, and 
strawberries have been picked. One 
farmer in Winsted has six acres of 
strawberries, and has marketed from 
12 to 15 bushels a day of fine berries. 
Raspberries are maturing fast, and 
picking will begin this week. The pros- 
pect of turnip seed at Milford is reported 
to be not over bright; it will be ready for 
putting in about a week. Wire worms 
have done some damage to corn and to- 
bacco. Corn for fodder is still being 
Planted. One correspondent in Fair- 
field county reports potatoes looking 
rather poorly, but others report them in 
g00d condition. Apples are dropping 
some, but it is thought enough will re- 
main to mature well.
